The Grand Officers were formed in due array, and the 
Grand Encampment was opened in Form at seven o’clock,

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The R.E. Deputy Grand Master stated that this Assembly 
was called to constitute Connecticut Valley Encampment and . 
install its officers. 

The Grand Officers proceeded to the Asylum of Connecti- 
cut Valley Encampment, where it was constituted in due 
form, and proclamation thereof made by the E. Grand 
Warder. 

The R.E. Deputy Grand Master, installed Sir Wendell 
Thornton Davis, M.E. Grand Commander, and the R.E. Sir 
William B. Blanding, Grand Generalissimo, installed the 
other officers. 

The R.E. Sir Benjamin Dean, Deputy Grand Master, 
delivered the following — 


ADDRESS. 


On the 19th of June, 1826, Springfield Encampment was 
chartered. 

That Encampment continued to be the most westwardly En- 
campment in this Jurisdiction, until the establishment of the 
recently constituted Encampment at Berkshire, — an interval of 
tliirty years. 

Now we are called npon to constitute an Encampment in this 
beautiful north-west section of our State. 

Your Dispensation bears date December 22, 1866; and your 
constitution, so long delayed, has been in danger of a still further 
postponement, to your, no doubt, great disappointment. 

The establishment of a new Encampment, destined, in all 
humau probability, to exist as long as any of our social or politi- 
cal institutions, is an important event in the history of our Grand 
Encampment, as I trust you will find it to be in the history of 
your beautiful town. 

At the time first fixed for this ceremonial, our Grand Master, 
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the M.E. Sir William W. Baker, lay dangerously ill. I have 
never known of an Encampment in this Jurisdiction being consti- 
tuted in the absence of the Grand Master. Now, although the 
office of Deputy Grand Master was established to meet such an 
emergency, and though there does not appear to be any constitu- 
tional objection to his proceeding in such a case, my regard for 
the high official station of the Grand Master, as well as my respect 
and love for him personally, forbade that I should attempt to carry 
out arrangements made by him. I also knew that he anticipated 
much pleasure from this visit. I conferred with my brother 
grand officers, and found that their feelings corresponded with 
my own. 

Upon his recovery sufficiently to understand the situation, he 
expressed regrets at the delay, and directed me to proceed with 
the work, and I could no longer delay it. 

I regret that I.am compelled to announce that our Grand Mas- 
ter it still far, very far, from being beyond danger. Let us within 
our Asylums offer up fervent prayers to the Infinite Grand Master, 
for his return to health and usefulness. 

I have expressed the belief that you would find the constitu- 
tion of this Encampment an important epoch in the history of this 
section of the State. Iam equally confident that it can be pro- 
ductive of none other than most beneficial results to this commu- 
nity. 

This Encampment will draw to itself the more zealous and 
distinguished members of the various Lodges in this section of the 
State. The result will be a greater regard for each other, a greater 
respect for each other’s opinions and feelings, a greater earnestness 
in and devotion to the institutions of Masonry, and a greater unity 
of purpose and action. 

The Bodies of Ancient Craft Masonry, from which the mem- 
bers of Templar Masonry are taken, differ from it in one important 
particular, though the practical benefits of allare similar. Those 
Bodies do not profess to be purely and simply religious institutions. 
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It is true their teachings are so far interwoven with religion, asto 
lay us under obligations to pay that rational homage to the Deity 
which at once constitutes our duty and our happiness, and inspire 
us with the most exalted ideas of our Divine Creator. Still it is 
not the church, nor a substitute for it. 

In the language of another, ‘‘ The foundation structure on which 
the superstructure rests, is the recognition and practical application 
of the great principle of the Universal Brotherhood of Man; 
whether he drew his first breath amid polar snows, or under the 
burning sun of the tropics; whether le owes political allegiance 
to an empire, a kingdom, or a republic; whether he be clad in 
the purple of Dives, or the rags of Lazarus; whether his skin be 
bleached with the hue of the Caucasian, or be clouded with the 
shadowed livery of the burnished sun; whether he worship his 
God in a Methodist meeting-house, an Episcopal church, a Catho- 
lic cathedral, a Jewish synagogue, or a Mohammedan mosque, 
the great lesson Masoury teaches to its votaries, is that ‘a man’s 
a@ map, for a’ that.’” 

The Orders of Knighthood, however, coufine their members 
within a more limited range. It is strictly founded upon the 
Christian religion, aud the practice of the Christian virtues. Its 
symbol is the symbol of the Cross, and its motto is In hoc stgno 
vinces. 

With regard to the Order of Malta, I need only explain the 
symbolic significance of its emblems. 

The military cross of the Order, with its eight points, represents 
the eight beatitudes : — 

‘* Blessed are the poor in spirit; for their’s is the Kingdom of 
Heaven. 

‘¢ Blessed are they that mourn; for they shall be comforted. 

‘+ Blessed are the meek ; for they shall inherit the earth. 

*¢ Blessed are they which do hunger and thirst after righteous- 
ness ; for they shall be filled. 

‘+ Blessed are the merciful; for they shall obtain mercy. 
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‘¢ Blessed are the pure in heart; for they shall see God. 

‘¢ Blessed are the peacemakers; for they shall be called the 
children of God. 

‘¢ Blessed are they which are persecuted for righteousness’ sake ; 
for theirs is the Kingdom of Heaven.” 

The cross upon the banner of the Order, is more commonly the 
cross of Calvary, with the initials of the motto of the Order, 
I.N.R.I., and constantly remind us of Christ and Him crucified. 

I certainly need say nothing more to recommend this new So- 
ciety to the female portion of this audience. I know how impor- 
tant, yes necessary, to its success is their sympathy and good will. 
But I also know that they have, all of them, like the Scripture 
Mary, seen the crown of thorns oppress their Saviour’s brow ; 
have walked by his side as he ascended Calvary with weary steps ; 
they have all knelt at the Cross, and have received messages con- 
cerning Him, from angels of the Lord, and I am assured of their 
support. 

They will agree with all of us, that we cannot be too often re- 
minded of those solemn events in the history of Christianity. 

Not a day passes, but most of us, in dating the various papers 
we have occasion to write, use words and figures which, if we did 
but pause and reflect upon their significance, would arrest our at- 
tention, and awaken in our minds the most interesting reflections. 

We daily write the figures A.D. 1868. How originated this 
method of computing time? 

How strange is the story of the life of Him whose birth inau- 
gurated such changes in the world’s history ; and how interesting 
is the history of those changes! He was born in a manger; His 
life was meek and lowly ; He was crucified as an impostor. Now 
the whole world looks upon His advent as the coming of the Son 
of God, to bring peace on earth, and good will to men; and upon 
His death, as a sacrifice for the benefit of mankind, to propitiate 
for the sins of the world. 

In that strange, eventful history of Christianity, there is no 
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more interesting era than that to which the present occasion par- 
ticularly directs our attention. 

How marvellous at this day, to revert to the time when its dis- 
ciples not only defended, but disseminated the faith in the meek 
and lowly one, by the sword ; when his followers, with the sign of 
the Cross upon their banners, and burning with religious zeal, 
rushed into battle with the equally enthusiastic believers in Mo- 
hammed. However at variance with the teachings of the Divine 
Master this may appear, it is believed by many that these religious 
wars alone saved Europe from being overrun by Moslem hosts, 
and that they preserved the supremacy and freedom of the Chris- 
tian religion itself. 

But this is not the time to enter upon so great a subject. The 
shortest notice of that Society, whose history the Order of Tem- 
plar Knighthood tends to keep fresh in our memories, is all that 
the present occasion will admit of. 

After the capture of Jerusalem by the Crusaders in the eleventh 
century, many religious persons, of both sexes, flocked to the altars 
and shrines of Palestine. They visited, with pious affection, 
Bethlehem, where the Saviour first saw the light; they bathed in 
the waters of the river Jordan, where he was baptized, and wept 
and prayed upon Mount Calvary, where he was crucified.” 

But, though Jerusalem was captured, the country around was 
not safe. The historian says that ‘To alleviate the dangers and 
distresses to which they were exposed, to guard the honor of the 
saintly virgins and matrons, and to protect the gray hairs of the 
venerable Palmer, nine noble Knights, who had greatly distin- 
guished themselves at the capture of Jerusalem, formed a holy 
brotherhood in arms; and entered into a solemn compact to aid 
one another in clearing the highways, and in protecting the pil- 
grim through the passes and defiles of the mountains to the Holy 
City. Warmed with the religious and military fervor of the day, 
and animated by the sacredness of the cause to which they had 
devoted their swords, they called themselves the ‘ Poor Fellow- 
Soldiers of Jesus Christ.’ 
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‘¢ They renounced the world and its pleasures, and in the Holy 
Church of the Resurrection, in the presence of the Patriarch of 
Jerusalem, they embraced vows of perpetual chastity, obedience, 
and poverty, after the manner of monks. Uniting in them- 
selves the two most popular qualities of the age, devotion and 
valor, and exercising them in the most popular of all enterprises, 
they speedily acquired a famous reputation.” 

Inhabiting the sacred inclosure, on Mount Moriah, which 
went by the name of the Temple of Solomon, they were called 
the Knights of the Temple, and subsequently Knights Templar. 

It is not difficult for the imagination to picture a number of 
pious matrons and maidens and devout pilgrims on their way from 
the seacoast to Jerusalem, burning with anxiety to offer their de- 
votions at the Holy Shrine, satisfied that this pilgrimage performed, 
they would be accepted of their Redeemer, and their salvation 
be secured. 

Suddenly,— almost within reach of the consummation of their 
fondest hopes, they are attacked; made prisoners by a strange and 
dreaded race. 

Tue uncouth and savage appearance of their captors, and their 
unintelligible language, fill them with the most dreadful apprehen- 
sions. They pray for relief. Hope dies within them. They are 
to die without even seeing the Holy City. 

No, no! There is an appearance of apprehension among their 
captors. The robber horde arrange for battle. 

Soon, with white mantles streaming in the wind, and with 
blood red crosses upon their hearts, a band of Templars come! 

They are fewer than their captors, but they rush on, regardless 
of numbers; and while matrons and maideus kneel and pray, 
they join in battle. It is not a battle with pistol or rifle shot of 
this day, but with the battle-axe and sabre. It is a contest of 
personal address, strength, and courage. 

The Templars are victorious. ‘Io the warmest expressions of 
gratitude, they only reply that they are in the service of their 
Lord and Master, and direct all thanks to be given to him. 
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Non nobis, non nobis, Domine sed nomine tuo, dagloriam. They 
even turn aside from the tender thanks of beauty. 

They accept but a crust of bread and a cup of water, and take 
them in silence, in emulation of the Psalmist, who says ‘I have 
put a watch upon my mouth.” 

It is easy to understand why they should prosper and become 
rich, and extend their services to the great wars for the preserva- 
tion of Jerusalem. The wisdom thereof, and of their persecution 
and destruction by kings, and the priesthood, when their arms and 
valor were no longer necessary to protect the religion for which 
they had suffered so much, is familiar to the well-informed Tem- 
plar. We can only keep green their memories, and profit by 
their example. 

We come here to-day with no war cry vpon our lips. That 
sound is no longer necessary to protect the Christian faith. We 
do not pitch our tent on the arid desert, or in the defiles of the 
mountains of Palestine. We pitch our tent in the Valley of the 
Connecticut, where the eye sees only sweet fields arrayed in living 
green, and rivers of delight. And our happiness will be to enjoy 
the blessings of that religion the first Templars so valiantly de 
fended. 


The usual proclamation was made by the E. Grand Warder, 
and the Grand Officers retired to the Grand Asylum where 
the Grand Encampment were closed in Form.

In behalf of the Committee appointed at the last Annual 
Assembly to present Resvlutions on the decease of Sir 
George Wingate Chase, Sir John K. Hall, chairman, pre- 
sented the following : — 

Granxp EncaMPpment, May 29, 1868. 

Died, at Stockton, Minnesota, August 13th, 1867, Sir GzorGE 
WiseaTe Cuase. Brother Chase had sought this milder climate 
to recover his failing health; and this announcement was received 
by many of us with great surprise. The event was not com. 
municated to this Grand Body until its Annual Assembly in 
October last, when the suddeuness of the annoucement called for 
further time to notice in a suitable manuer the death of one so 
respected and distinguished in the masonic fraternity, as well as 
among his fellow citizens. A committee was appoiuted at our 
last Assembly to draft resolutions and to notice in a suitable 
‘manner the death of one so prominent among us. They beg leave 
to offer the following tribute to his memory : — 

‘¢ George Wingate Chase was born in Haverhill, on the 19th of 
June, 1826. His masonic history dates from November 16, 1833, 
when he was initiated into the Order. He very soon became 
Master of the Lodge with which he had become associated, and 
soon after received the Chapter Degrees and those of the Council 
and the Orders of Knighthood, in all of which he soon became a 
prominent and useful member. 

‘« A worthy man and an upright mason, his talents were of no 
ordinary order. He was soon promoted to the head of the dif- 
ferent associations with which he became connected, and his many 
works upon Masonry evince the deep study and close attention he 
bestowed upon a cause so dear to his heart. 
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‘* He was the editor of a masonic journal, the compiler of the 
* Masonic Harp,’ ‘ Freemason’s Monitor,’ also the ‘ Freemason’s 
Working Monitor,’ embracing Lodge, Chapter, Council, and En- 
campment, and including a ‘ Masonic Dictionary, Tactics, and 
Drill for Knights Templars,’ and a ‘ Masonic Digest,’ which has 
become a standard work of reference in the Fraternity, and has 
placed him in the front rank of masonic authors. The industry 
and application required in the compilation of such a work, show 
how devoted was his attachment to the institution. There is 
scarcely a question which can arise in masonic usage and juris- 
prudence which is not ably answered in this ‘ Masonic Digest.» 
It is far superior to any work of the kind ever before published, 
and will ever remain a monument to his memory in the library of 
every masonic student. 

*¢ Notwithstanding all his labors in the cause of Freemasonry, 
he still found time for other studies, and was the compiler of a 
history of his native town of Haverhill, which, for minuteaess of 
detail and correct statements, is not surpassed by any other town 
history. 

‘* He also represented his town in the Legislature with entire 
satisfaction to his constituents. 

‘© He prepared # census of his native State of Massachusetts in 
1860, which contained, besides the statistics of the State, an expo- 
sition of the various census systems of Great Britain, France, 
Russia, Austria, Spain, Portugal, Sweden, Denmark, and Nor- 
way, a book invaluable to those who would apply themselves to 
the study of population and national developments. 

‘‘ He was always ready to bestow approbation where it was 
deserved; and envy at the success of another, particularly a 
brother, had no place in his heart. ‘Honor to whom honor is 
due,’ was strictly carried out in all his associations. 

‘¢ At a meeting of this Grand Body held in Providence, in May, 
1864, Sir Knight Chase, then M.E. Grand Commander of Haver- 
hill Encampment, made a motion which resulted in a visit, by the 
members of the Grand Encampment, to the long neglected spot in 
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the old burial-ground in Providence, where were deposited the 
remains of Grand Master Thomas Smith Webb, thus exhibiting 
his strong attachment to Masonry by tbe respect felt for the 
memory of one who had devoted his life to it. All who partici- 
pated in this visit felt they had performed a long neglected duty. 

‘‘ He undoubtedly had his faults, or he would have been more 
than human. Peace to his ashes, oblivion to his faults, immortality 
to his virtues ! 

‘We'll not forget thee, we who stay 
To work a little longer here ; 


Thy name, thy faith, thy love shall lie 
In Memory’s page all bright and clear. 


“Resolved, That, while we bow in submission to that high and 
holy summons which has called from us a beloved Companion 
and Sir Knight, we feel that the glorious teachings of our cher- 
ished Order, which had so much to do in the formation of his 
exalted moral and religious character, have opened for him an 
entrance into that Asylum where the Supreme Grand Master 
presides. 

“Resolved, That, having so diligently labored with zeal and 
fidelity upon his earthly temple, he was duly and truly prepared 
for admission into that Heavenly Temple, for it may be truly said 
of him, ‘That he had clean hands and a pure heart, and had not 
lifted up his soul unto vanity nor sworn deceitfully.’ Of such it 
is said, ‘He shall receive the blessing from the Lord, and right- 
eousness from the God of his salvation.’ 

‘t Resolved, That a copy of this Preamble and Resolutions, which 
are a feeble tribute to his departed worth, be placed upon our 
records, and a copy sent to the family of our departed brother.”

We, the undersigned, being Knights Templars in regular stand- 
ing, and cherishing the honor and prosperity of Templar Masonry, 
desire and pray that your magnanimous Body will grant unto 
us a Dispensation or Charter, empowering us to form and open a 
new Encampment of Knights Templars, and the Appendant 
Orders, in the city of Fall River, to be called ‘ Godfrey de 
Bouillion”” Encampment. 

We have nominated and recommend Sir Robert Henry to be 
our first Grand Commander, Sir Robert C. Brown to be our first 
Generalissimo, and Sir James F. Davenport to be our first Cap- 
tain General. 

Should the prayer of our petition be granted, we promise, as in 
duty bound, a cheerful conformity to all the constitutions, rules, 
and regulations of the Order.

R.E. Sir Benjamin Dean, in behalf of the Committee 
appointed at the last Annual Assembly, to whom was referred 
the subject of a Dispensation to Sir Knights of Fall River, 
also to report upon the word “nearest ” and define its mean- 
ing as used in the Constitution of this Body, presented the 
following report which on motion of E. Sir William S. 
Shurtleff was accepted. 


To the Grand Encampment of Massachusetts and Rhode Island : — 


The Committee to whom was referred the ‘ subject of a Dis- 
pensation to the Knights of Fall River,” and who were instructed 
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to report upon the word ‘nearest ” and define its meaning as 
used in the Constitution of this Body, respectfully report, — 

That since the last Grand Assembly they have been in commu- 
nication with the petitioners, and also with the Knights of Sutton 
Encampment, and that they have endeavored to inform them- 
selves of all the facts in the case. 

The section of the Grand Constitution relating to the subject 
of Dispensations, makes use of the following language : — 

‘‘ Dispensations for forming and opening new Encampments 
may be issued by the Grand Master during recess of the Grand 
Encampment only. Dispensations so issued to be of force only 
until the succeeding stated Assembly of this Body, unless con- 
tinued by vote thereof; provided, however, that no Dispensation 
shall be issued without the consent of the Encampment nearest 
to the place where the new one is to be located; and if in that 
town or city there is more than one, the consent of all shall be 
obtained.” 

Your Committee upon investigation ascertained that the city 
of New Bedford was geographically nearer to the city of Fall 
River, than to any other city or town having an Encampment. 

To avoid all questions, it was thought advisable to communi- 
cate directly with Sutton Encampment, in the hope that possibly, 
by a fair statement and consideration of the matter in issue, the 
Knights of this Encampment might be induced to assent to the — 
formation of the Encampment at Fall River. Accordingly 
the Committee laid their views before the Grand Master, and 
requested him to direct the Commander of Sutton Encampment 
to convene his Encampment for the purpose of receiving your 
Committce and the subject matter submitted to them. 

The Grand Master cheerfully acquiesced in the request, and 
on the 9th of April last, your Committee went before the En- 
campment at New Bedford and discussed the matter with the 
members iu a friendly and social manner, but without arriving at 
any result different from that to which the Encampment hed 
already arrived. 
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Failing in this attempt your Committee directed their attention 
to the construction of Section 9, of Article 1, of the Constitu- 
tion, and to the meaning of the word “ nearest” as used in that 
section. 

Originally an Encampment could not be opened within forty 
miles of a constituted Asylum. This rule exists in some of the 
State Grand Bodies at the present time. In this Jurisdiction 
however, so far as can now be ascertained, this question has 
never been raised. Newburyport Encampment received its Char- . 
ter of recognition in May 1808, and although Boston Encamp- 
ment was then constituted, und the distance between Newburyport 
and Boston is less than forty miles, it does not appear that this 
statute was even discussed. In 1814, when Washington Encamp- 
was chartered at Newport, R.I., less than forty miles from 
Providence where St. John’s Encampment was then established, 
it is evident that the proximity of Newport to Providence was 
not considered any impediment to the formation of the new En- 
campment. The practice was thus carly established in Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island to the utter and absolute abolition of this 
ancient statute. Within a radius of less than forty miles from 
Boston there are more than half a score of Encampments now in 
existence. 

The increase of population, and the springing up of large 
towns and cities within a few miles of each other, have made it 
necessary to dispense with the statute. 

In place of this old rule, we have established in our constitu- 
tion the provision that Encampments may be opened by the 
Grand Master’s Dispensation any where in the Jurisdiction, pro- 
vided — 

‘* The consent of the Encampment nearest to the place where 
the new one is to be located,” is first obtained. The true intent 
of the word ‘‘nearest” as thus used, has frequently been 
discussed in this Grand Body. Within the last thirty years the 
mode of travel has entirely changed. The stage coach has given 
place to the rail-road car, and places then remote, are now 
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brought near to each other by this modern locomotive power. 
Complaints for infringement of Jurisdictions have not unfre- 
quently been met with the answer, that this word ‘ nearest,” 
is to be interpreted, by the means and cheapness of access; that 
a place forty miles distant with rail-road communication, is 
nearer than a town fifteen miles away, access to which can only 
be obtained by horse and carriage. This matter was so fre- 
quently preseuted to the Grand Encampment, that, in October, 
1868, it was decreed that — 

“« Every subordinate Encampment shall have exclusive jurisdic- 
tion for receiving applications for, and conferring the Orders of 
Knighthood over all the territory lying nearest the usual travelled 
routes to its place of meetings than to that of any other Encamp- 
ment: provided, that any Encampment may waive this juris- 
diction,” &c. 

Thus this vexed question was finally put to rest. But what 
effect has this decree upon the Constitution? Your Committee 
believe that the Grand Encampment has, by this vote, given ap 
interpretation to the word ‘nearest’ as used in the section 
under consideration, and has defined its meaning. That this 
word ‘* nearest ” as defined by this decree, means nearest by the 
usually travelled routes, and not nearest geographically or by ap 
air-line. The explanation is obvious. 

The object of obtaining the consent of the nearest Encamp- 
ment, is to prevent au Encampment already established from 
being deprived of its jurisdiction, without its consent. Sucha 
Body has a vested interest in the jurisdiction assigned to it by the 
Grand Encampment, and is not to be deprived of it capriciously, 
nor without its consent. In addition to this, it may be supposed 
to know of the fitness and capacity of the petitioners to establish 
a new Body. But these reasons do net now hold good, if the 
place where the new Encampment is to be located, is within the 
jurisdiction of the Encampment nearest by an air-line, regardless 
of convenience of access. 
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Your Committee refer to a precedent in this Grand Encamp- 
ment. ; 

Haverhill Encampment was Chartered in 1863, having been 
previously established by Dispensation. May 18th, 18638, the 
Grand Encampment defined its territorial limits, by the following 
edict : — 

‘“‘The jurisdiction of Haverhill Encampment shall not extend 
Westerly towards Lowell further than the easterly line of the 
towns of Andover and Methuen, and the easterly line of the 
city of Lawrence.” 

The result of this edict was to leave the city of Lawrence 
within the jurisdiction of Pilgrim Encampment at Lowell. 

June Ist, 1864, a constitutional number of Knights petitioned 
the Grand Master for a Diapensation to establish an Encamp- 
ment at Lawrence, Mass. The Grand Master in his Annual 
Report Oct. 28th, 1864, said : — 

‘“‘ The consent of Pilgrim Encampment of Lowell, Mass., 
within whose jurisdiction the city of Lawrence is situated by 
special edict of the Grand Encampment, was obtained therefor. 
Accordingly I granted a Dispensation,” &c. 

The city of Lawrence is nearer to Haverhill geographically, 
than it is to the city of Lowell, and when the question of a 
Charter came up in Grand Encampment, the late Commander of 
Haverhill Encampment objected that the constitutional require- 
ments had not been complied with inasmuch as the consent of 
the nearest Encampment had not been obtained. The Grand 
Encampment overruled the objection by nearly a unanimous vote, 
and a Charter was granted to Bethany Encampment. 

In the judgement of your Committee this action of the Grand 
Encampment, furnishes a precedent, to guide us in defining the 
meaning of the word ‘ nearest ” in the Constitution. 

In view of this precedent and of the decree passed Oct. 26th, 
1863, above referred to, your Committee report that the word 
‘nearest ” means nearest by the usually travelled routes. 

It appears that the city of Fall River is in communication by 
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rail-road, with New Bedford, Providence, and Newport, at each 
of which places subordinates of this Grand Body are in exist- 
ence. 

The following table has been prepared to show the means of 
access from Fall River to each of these cities.

In addition to the above it should be stated that New Bedford 
is about fourteen miles from Fall River, and that it would occupy 
about two hours in making the passage by stage, or with horse 
and carriage. 

It would appear from the above statement that Newport is 
nearer to Fall River by the usually travelled routes, than to Fall 
River or to Providence. 

Your Committee would therefore recommend that a Dispensa- 
tion be granted to the petitioners, provided they obtain the consent 
of Washington Encampment, at Newport, R.I.

The R.E. Deputy Grand Master then delivered the follow- 
ing address. 


Siz Kwieuts oF MassaCHUSETTS AND RHODE IsLaxnD. 


The last month, and the one now drawing to a close, have been 
filled with sadness. 

At the beginning of April, I was called upon to discharge a duty 
our Grand Master had assigned to himself. Before the time 
arrived, he lay dangerously ill. 

The Semi-Annual Assembly was culled as late as the Consti- 
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tution would permit, with the hope that he might so far recover 
as to be present. 

During these eight weeks your Grand Officers have been alter- 
nately cheered and discouraged, as they have heard of the various 
vicissitudes of a contest between a strong constitution on the one 
hand, and those two terrible diseases — Erysipelas and Typhoid 
Fever, on the other. The end is not yet. He is not here. 

How vividly are we reminded that we are but ‘‘ weary pilgrims 
on the level of time, passing rapidly onward to that. undiscovered 
country from whose bourne no traveller returns.” 

When I first heard of his illness, it was accompanied with the 
declaration that it was impossible he should survive. 

I remembered that his father, who died twenty-one years ago, 
was the only Grand Master of our Grand Encampment who had 
died while in office, and the very remarkableness of the coinci- 
dence, if it should so happen, caused me, for the moment, to look 
upon his death as certain. How grateful was the news of his 
convalescence. God grant that he may be yet spared years of 
usefulness to the Craft, as well as to his family and friends. 

I shall not, at this time, allude to the discharge of the duties 
assigned me as Deputy Grand Master, they will appear in my 
report at the Annual Assembly in the usual manner. 

I shall only lay before you those extraordinary duties I have 
been called upon to perform, in consequence of the illness of my 
chief. 

He had arranged to make au official visit to Pilgrim Encamp- 
ment, at Lowell, on the 8th of April. I was informed that such 
extensive preparations had been made for the occasion, and such 
invitations had been given and accepted, that it could not be 
postponed. 

I accordingly made the visit accompanied by the R.E. Wil- 
liam B. Blanding, Grand Generalissimo, and the Eminent 
Knights William Parkman, Grand Treasurer; Solon Thornton, 
Grand Recorder; Henry W. Warren, Grand Warder; Eben F. 
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Gay, Grand Sentinel; and Charles E. Powers, M.E. Grand 
Commander of Boston Encampment. 

We found present as guests the Grand Officers of the Grand 
Commandery of New Hampshire, organized as follows: —R.E. 
Charles A. Tufts, of Dover, Grand Commander ; V.E. Henry O. 
Kent, of Lancaster, Deputy Grand Commander; E. William 
Barrett, of Nashua, Grand Generalissimo; E. Natt Head, of 
Hooksett, as Grand Captain-General; E. J. D. Patterson, of 
Manchester, Grand Prelate; E. John D. Lyman, of Farmington, 
Grand Treasurer; E. Albert Hutchins, of Concord, as Grand 
Recorder ; E. Dana Sargent, of Nashua, as Senior Warden; E. 
Frank A. McKean, of Nashua, as Junior Warden; E. John D. 
Chamberlain, of Nashua, Grand Standard-Bearer; E. Wil- 
liam W. Taylor, of Concord, Grand Warder; R.E. Albert H. 
Hatch, of Portsmouth, Past Grand Commander. 

The work of the Order of the Temple was elaborately, effec- 
tively, and accurately rendered, and received many commendations 
from the visiting brethren. 

After the close of the Encampment followed a sumptuous ban- 
quet, which the presence and speeches of the many distinguished 
visitors from New Hampshire made uncommonly interesting. 

On the 22d of this month, accompanied by all the Grand Offi- 
cers except our Grand Master, and Sir Knights Tracy P Cheever, 
Grand Sword-Bearer, and Sir Kuights William Sutton, Grand 
Standard-Bearer, the two latter being detained by their duties as 
members of the Massachusetts Senate, I went to Greenfield and 
constituted Connecticut Valley Encampment, and installed into 
office the Eminent Commander. 

The Right Eminent William B. Blanding, Grand Generalissimo, 
installed the other officers with the exception of the Prelate, who 
was installed by the Eminent Grand Prelate, the Rev. Sir John” 
W. Dadmun. 

I at first declined, after consultation with the other Grand Offi- 
cers, to constitute the Encampmeut. I was of opinion that a due 
regard for our Grand Master forbade it. This conclusion was 
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arrived at with regret because the Encampment had been work- 
ing under Dispensation for eighteen months, and they were very 
desirous of receiving a Charter and admitting their newly made 
Knights to membership. 

Upon the recovery of our Grand Master sufficiently to under- 
stand the situation, he gave directions that I should proceed, 
that our brethren of Greenfield be no longer delayed. I found 
the Encampment in a very prosperous condition, under the com- 
mand of the energetic Sir Wendell T. Davis. 

The ceremonies of constitution were in accordance with the 
form used by this Grand Encampment, and contained in the pub- 
lished Proceedings for the year 1864. 

The Grand Master had appointed a committee to exemplify 
the work at this Assembly. 

His desire was to adopt a course that would invite criticism 
more freely than results from the plan heretofore adopted of invit- 
ing Eucampments to exemplify the work, 

Upon conferring with the committee we came to the conclusion 
that it would not be expedient to attempt to carry out the novel 
plan of the Grand Master without his personal supervision. I 
accordingly invited St. John’s Encampment, the oldest chartered 
Encampment on this side of the Atlantic, and now enjoying its 
palmiest days, to exemplify the work. For the prompt and 
knightly manner in which they responded to my call, they have 
my warmest thanks. 

Allow me, my brethren, to congratulate you all upon your happy 
condition, coming from your various Encampments, and in every 
case representing institutions all of them flourishing (as under 
such circumstances they must), in a community of refinement 
and in an age of uncommon activity and enlightenment. 


St John’s Encampment, M.E. Sir Albert Crawford 
Greene, Grand Commander, then entered the Grand Asylum 
and was formally opened, and the Work upon the several 
Orders fully exemplified. 
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On motion of Sir George E. Stacy, it was Voted, unani- 
mously, that the thanks of this Encampment be tendered to 
St. John’s Encampment for the satisfactory manner in which 
that Body has this day exemplified the work of the several 
Orders of Knighthood before this Grand Body. 

On motion of Thomas A. Doyle, it was Voted, That the 
address of the R.E. Deputy Grand Master, and the report of © 
the Committee on Dispensation to Knights of Fall River, be 
spread upon the records, and that an address of condolence be 
prepared and forwarded to M.E. Grand Master, Sir William 
W. Baker. 

On motion of Sir Thomas A. Doyle, it was Voted, That 
the first four officers of this Grand Body be authorized to 
attend the Trienniel Session of the Grand Encampment 
of the United States to be held at St. Louis in September 
next. 

On motion of R.E. Sir William S. Shurtleff, it was Voted, 
That the Grand Council be authorized to invite the E. Grand 
Treasurer and the E. Grand Recorder to accompany them to 
St. Louis to attend the meeting of the Grand Encampment 
of the United States. 

The Grand Encampment of Knights Templars and the 
Appendant Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island was 
closed in Form.

The 
Records are correct and neatly kept. The By-Laws are in con- 
formity with our Grand Constitution, with slight exceptions, 
which the Committee have corrected, and we recommend that the 
prayer of the petitioners be granted.

On motion of Sir Nicholas Van Slyck, it was Voted, That 
the Dispensation of Godfrey de Bouillon Encampment be 
continued in force, until the Encampment shall be constituted 
by the Grand Master. 

The M.E. Grand Master announced the decease of Sir 
Simon W. Robinson, a Past Grand Master of this Grand 
Encampment, and Sir Charles W. Moore offered the follow- 
ing resolutions, which were adopted unanimously :— 


Whercas, It pleased Divine Providence, on the 16th day of the 
present month, to remove from his active duties in this life our 
venerable Past Grand Master, Sir Simon W. Robinson, and, at 
the age of 76 years, when the grain was ripe ior the harvest, and 
the stalk for the sickle, to take him home, as we devoutly trust, 
to his heavenly rest, therefore — 

Resolved, That, in the decease of our aged Compauion, we 
recognize the loss of one who, in all the relations of life, walked 
worthily of his duties as a Mason and a Christian ; of one who, 
by his kind, social, and sympathizing heart, endeared himself to 
a large circle of friends. 

Resolved, That this Grand Encampment will gratefully cherish 
his memory as that of a Companion who was ever true to its inter- 
ests, alike in its darkest and in its brightest days. 

Resolved, That we affectionately tender our sympathies to the 
family of our deceased friend and brother, in this their solemn 
hour of grief and mourning. : 


E. Sir Henry W. Warren, in behalf of the Committee 
appointed to audit the accounts of the Grand Treasurer, 
made a Report, which was adopted. 

The M.E. Grand Master announced the decease of Sir 
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Thomas Power, a Past Deputy Grand Master of this Grand 
Encampment, and, on motion, Sir Charles H. Titus, Sir A. 
A. Dame, and Sir Thomas A. Doyle were appointed a Com- 
mittee to present suitable resolutions to commemorate the 
event. 

E. Sir William Parkman, in behalf of the Grand Fund 
Committee, reported its present condition, and the Report 
was, on motion of Sir James Salisbury, accepted. 

On motion of Sir John Dean, the Grand Encampment 


was adjourned to seven o’clock in the evening. 


EVENING SESSION. 

The hour having arrived to which the Grand Encampment 
was adjourned, it was called to order by the M.E. Grand 
Master. 

The M.E. Grand Master announced to the Grand Encamp- 
ment that M.E. Sir William Sewall Gardner, Grand Master 
of Knights Templars in the United States, was in waiting, 
to visit this Grand Body, and appointed R.E. Sir William 
B. Shurtleff, Sir James Salisbury, Sir Josiuh Whitaker, Sir 
Charles H. Titus, Sir Thomas A. Doyle, and Sir Charles C. 
Dame a Committee to introduce the Most Eminent Grand 
Master of the United States to the Grand Asylum. The 
Grand Encampment having been previously formed in due 
array, he was received with the honors due the Official Head 
of Knights Templars in this country. 

The following Reports of the R.E. Deputy Grand Master, 
R.E. Grand Generalissimo, and R.E. Grand Captain General 
were read, and, on motion of Sir Thomas A. Doyle, were 
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referred to E. Sir Tracy P Cheever, E. Sir Nicholas Van 
Slyck, and Sir Charles H. Titus. 


REPORT OF THE R.E. DEPUTY GRAND MASTER. 


Most Eminent Grand Master,— Last year, my visits 
were made in the fall, when the Encampments were busily adjust- 
ing their affairs for a new year’s pilgrimage and a new year’s 
warfare. This year,I determined my official visits should be 
made in the spring, while the Encampments were hard at work, 
and before they were preparing for the summer vacation. 

Fach course has its advantages. One encourages the brethren 
at the outset; the other commends and rewards for labors done 
and laurels earned. 

My first visit was to Sutton Encampment, at New Bedford, on 
which occasion I was accompanied by the R.E. Sir Knights 
William 8. Gurdner, William B. Blanding, and Eminent Sir 
Levi L. Webster. Our time on this occasion was occupied in 
conferring with the Sir Knights of Sutton Encampment regarding 
the establishment of a new Encampment that would limit their 
jurisdiction. For this reason, there was no exemplification of 
work. This was on the ninth of April. 

On the sixteenth of the same month, accompanied by R.E. 
Sir William B. Blanding, Eminent Sir Knights Solon Thornton, 
Henry W. Warren, D. McB. Thaxter, Levi L. Webster, and 
Charles C. Dame, and Sir Knights Nathaniel B. Shurtleff and 
Joseph Winsor, I visited Boston Encampment. The work was on 
the Order of the Red Cross, and was admirably done. The ban- 
quet at the close of the work was an uncommonly brilliant affair, 
owing to the presence of the Very Eminent Charles A. Tufts, 
Grand Commander of the Grand Encampment of New Hamp- 
shire, with a large portion of his Grand Officers, by whom, as well 
as by Sir Knight Shurtleff, Mayor of the City of Boston, 
encouraging and cloquent speeches were made. 

On the seventeenth of April, I visited Winslow Lewis 
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Encampment, at Salem. I was accompanied by Sir Knights D. 
McB. Thaxter, Joseph Winsor, and John F. Kennard, all of St. 
Omer Encampment. This Encampment we found in most excel- 
leut condition, and the work excellent. 

Itis pleasant to view the zealous love for our institutions man- 
ifested by its Commander, the Eminent Sir William Sutton. It 
not ouly secures the respect and love of all his associates, but it 
enables him to do as much work as the youngest brother among 
us. This visit was memorable on account of the presence of 
many members of Palestine Encampment, which added life 
and zest to the sumptuous banquet which followed the close of the 
work. 

On the fourth of May, I visited St. John’s Encampment, at Prov- 
idence, accompanied by R.E. Sir William B. Blanding, Eminent 
Sir Knights Charles A. Stott, Nicholas Van Slyck, Tracy P 
Cheever, William Sutton, Henry W. Warren, Charles C. Dame, 
Eben F. Gay, and Horace Daniels. 

We found this ancient Encampment, holding the first Charter 
issued by this Grand Encampment, as young and vigorous as any 
of its compcers, under the leadership of its energetic Commander, 
Sir A. Crawford Greene. 

On the eleventh of May, I visited Old Colony Encampment, and 
ivstalled its officers. I was accompanied and assisted by Sir 
Knights Charles A. Stott, William Parkman, Solon Thornton, 
Charles C. Dame, Charles E. Powers, D. McB. Thaxter, 
William Sutton, Henry W. Warren, and Seranus Bowen. The 
installation services were witnessed by many ladies, friends of the 
Encampment, who presented a costly and elegant banner, which 
was delivered and received with eloquent speeches. These 
pleasant and impressive services were followed by a sumptuous 
banquet, much enjoyed by those who did not make speeches, for 
the speeches were really excellent. There were three hundred 
person seated at the banquet. We all felt this Eucampment to 
be a blessing to the section of the State in which it is located. 

It will be remembered that, at your Semi-Annual Communica- 
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tion, the invitation to visit Springtield on the 24th of June was 
referred to the Council. 

The invitation was accepted, for, where the brethres are 
gathered together, it is the duty, as it ought to be the pleasure, 
of the Grand Officers to be present. 

Besides myself, there were present the E. Sir Knights William 
B. Blanding, Graud Commander ; Charles A. Stett, Senior Graud 
Warden ; Nicholas Van Slyck, Junior Grand Warden ; and Solon 
Thornton, Grand Recorder. R.E. Sir William S. Shurtleff, 
Grand Captain-General, was the President of the day, and was of 
course unable to be with your Grand Officers. 

The celebration was a decided success. The Templar portion 
of the procession was composed of — 


St. John’s Encampment, numbering 30 Knights, 
Worcester County Encampment, numbering 50 Knights, 
Springfield Encampment, numbering 80 Knights, 

De Molay Encampment, zumbering 130 Knights, 

Holy Sepulchre Encampment, numbering 45 Knights, 
Jerusalem Encampment, numbering 52 Knights, 
Berkshire Encampment, numbering 85 Knights, 
Connecticut Valley Encampment, numbering 40 Knights, 


together with the following Encampments from other juris- 
dictions :— 

Apollo Commendery, fronr Troy, N. Y., with 68: Knights, 

Washiagton Commandery, from Hartford, Conn., with 80 Knights, 

New Haven Commandery, from New Haven, Conn., with 50 Knights, 


Hamilton Commandery, from Bridgeport, Conn., with 60 Knights, 
Palestine Commandery, from New London, Conn., with 25 Kaights, 


pumbering in all 755 Sir Knights. 


The Encampments had with them the finest bends ef music iu 
the country, which were distributed throughout the procession, 
being placed as escorts of the several divisions, and giving to 
every part of it a plentiful supply of music. 

After the close of the Oration, the Encanzpments were marched 
together into the racing grounds, where I was tendered a review 
us the highest officer of this Grand Encampment preseut. I 
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accordingly reviewed the Sir Knights. ‘The entire thirteen 
Encampments, numbering seven hundred and fifty-five Knights, 
exclusive of the bands of music, were in line. The display was 
as imposing as it is possible to be made by any equal number of 
men. ; 

At the review we were also.accompanied by the Grand Com- 
mander of Connecticut, M.E. Sir Amos R. Treat, and R.E. Sir 
Eli S. Quintard, Past Grand Commander, and E. Sir Wil- 
liam R. Higby, and some others from that jurisdiction, whose 
presence added much to the interest of the occasion. I received 
an invitation from Calvary Commandery to attend a clam bake, 
given in honor of a visit of Milford Encampment, on the 8th of 
September. I was present on the occasion, at considerable per- 
sonal inconvenience, but my trouble was amply recompeused. 
About sixty Sir Knights from each Encampment attended under 
the charge of their Commanders. 

I also had the pleasure of meeting there R.E. Sir Kuights, A. 
Crawford Greene. Grand Commander of St. John’s Encampment, 
Horace Daniels, Grand Commander of Holy Sepulchre Encamp- 
ment, and Ira’: W. Arnold, Grand Commander of Woonsocket 
Encampment. 

Though the weather before and after that day was wet and 
cloudy, we were favored with a clear sky and a gentle breeze as 
we suiled through that most beautiful of waters, Narragansett 
Bay. All felt refreshed and invigorated for the unalloyed 
pleasure experienced by participating in one of Rhode Island’s 
special and peculiar institutions. As I looked upon the pleasant 
scene, and saw so many members of an Institution calculated 
to flourish with the increase and growth of civilization, an Insti- 
tution religious, yet not sectarian, my mind would wander to the 
history of Roger Williams, who fled to that land to lay the 
foundation of the first State formed on the same kind of tolera- 
tion. And, as we were enjoying afeast taught by the Indians 
who greeted him as he landed on their hospitable shores by the 
expressive words ‘‘ What Cheer,” I was saddened by the 
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thought that the same civilization by which we prosper was 
driving the original owners of the soil from the face of the earth, 
leaving behind only this one custom worthy the adoption of 
their successors. 

Though I had made all the visits assigned me, the protracted 
illness of the Grand Master left some visits not made, some work 
to be done. 

On the twenty-fifth of September, I visited Washington 
Encampment, at Newport, accompanied by E. Sir Knights A. 
Crawford Greene, Commander of St. John’s Encampment, and 
Horace Daniels, Commander of Holy Sepulchre Encampment. 

T had visited Washington Encampment three years before, by 
invitation of the then M.E. Grand Master William S. Gardner. 
At that time, the Encampment was dragging its existence along 
with a sort of dogged determination to live. It did appear barely 
to live. It could not work. The degrees, when conferred at all, 
were conferred by visiting Grand Officers. I was prepared to 
witness the same state of things, but was imost happily disap- 
pointed. © 

The Encampment was opened and closed in Ample Form; the 
work on the Order of the Temple was elaborately and excellently 
rendered. 

Sir John Eldred, M.E. Grand Commander of Washington 
Encampment, for his patience and perseverance, and for his 
courage and constancy, is entitled to your warmest congratn- 
lations. He has proved a valiant Templar. 

I ought not and will not omit to say, the Prelate, Sir Henry J. 
Hudson, who had never seen the degree conferred by another, 
performed his duty in the most impressive manner, the candidate 
being his own son. 

On the sixth of October, with Sir Knights A. Crawford 
Greene, D. McB. Thaxter, and Joseph Winsor, I visited St. 
Bernard Encampment, and saw the work of the Red Cross 
accurately and effectively rendered. 
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On the ninteenth of the same month, I visited St. Omer 
Encampment, and installed its officers. This Encampment 
maintains its excellent position in the Fraternity. 

On the twenty-third of the same month, I visited Newburyport 
Encampment. With me were Sir Knights Charles C. Dame, D. 
McB. Thaxter, and Joseph Wiusor. The work of the Red Cross 
was excellently rendered. 

Sir John N. Pike, M.E. Grand Commander of this ancient En- 
campment, exhibited to me three Diplomas on parchment of 
undoubted authenticity. They threw some light upon our early 
history. Thinkivg them worth preserving in our Records, I have 
copied them ; omiting only the emblems drawn by hand on the 
margin. I-have them here present for inspection, before return- 
ing them to the Archives of Newburyport Encampment. 

Hamiltou Moore, named in the Diplomas, was during the anti- 
masonic excitement a resident of Nantucket, and afterwards 
returned to Newburyport. It seems that these Diplomas were in 
the possession of Christopher Husscy, jr., Secretary of Union 
Lodge of Nantucket. He received them from his father, and was 
a sort of keeper of Archives during the period of anti-Masonry. 
From Christopher Hussey, jr.,they came into the possession of 
his grandson, Francis B. Smith of Nantucket, who placed them 
in the hands of Sir. A. F. Chapman, who immediatcly transferred 
them to Sir Knight Pike, with this history, They speak for 
themselves. 


The Lodge Diploma reads as follows : — 


“ The light shineth in darkness, and the darkness comprehendeth it not.” 


‘We, tho Master, and Wardens, and Secretary of St. Peter’s Lodge, No. 
8, Ancient York Masons, held in the town of Newburyport and Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, do certify that the bearer hereof, our worthy 
brother, Hamilton Moore, has been duly initiated into the sublime degree 
of Master Mason. As such he has been received by us, and, being a true and 
faithful brother, is hereby recommended to the favor and protection of all 
Free and Accepted Masons, wheresoever dispersed. 
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In witness whereof, we have caused the seal of our said Lodge to be here 
unto affixed, this 16th day of February, A.D. 1796, and of Light 5796.

“We, the Captain-General, High Priest, Knight of Malta, Knight of Pat- 
mos, do certify that the bearer hereof, Sir Hamilton Moore, has been dubbed 
a Knight Templar, and all the degrees above mentioned, also Knight of the 
Red Cross, and having behaved himself as becomes a true and faithful 
Knight, we hereby recommend him to all Encampments of Knights Templars 
round the Globe. 

Given under the seal of our Encampment at Newburyport, Massachusetts, 
the 16th day of February, in the year of Knights Templars, 1796. 
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Yesterday, assisted by R.E. Sir William S. Shurtleff, and E. Sir 
Knights Horace Daniels and Heary W. Warren, I installed the 
officers of Worcester County Encampment. The attendance was 
large, both of members und ladies, and the display, both in the 
Asylum and in the banqueting hall, was truly imposing. 

In accordance with your instructions, R-E. Sir Knights Wil- 
liam B. Blanding, William S. Shurtleff, and myself attended the 
Triennial Conclave of the Grand Encampment of the United 
States, at St. Louis. 

We there found Sir. John McClellan, who held the proxy of 
the M.E. Grand Master — making the representation complete. 
We regretted very much that the E. Sir William Parkman and E. 
Sir Solon Thornton, Grand Treasurer and Grand Recorder, were 
unable to accept the invitation of the Council extended them, in 
compliauce with your vote. 

The meeting of the Grand Encampment being at the same 
time with the meeting of the General Grand Royal Arch 
Chapter, and the Southern Supreme Council, 33°, having also 
appointed a meeting there at the same time, induced the Fra- 
ternity far and wide to treat the occasion as if it were intended 
to be x great masonic festival, rather than a meeting of repre- 
sentatives to legislate for the general good. 

Quite a number of Encampments, with bands of music, were 
present. The procession was of Knights Templars only, and 
about equalled, in numbers and display, the Templar part of the 
procession on the 24th of June, at Springfield. It was formed 
on the moruing of the 15th of September, the first day of the 
session, and, after marching through the principal streets of the 
city, opened right and left, and the members and officers of the 
Graud Encampment walked through and entered the new 
Masonic Temple, which had not then been dedicated, and which 
was on that day for the first time occupied for masonic purposes. 

In the evening of the sume day, we attended a banquet given 
by the Grand Royal Arch Chapter. 

On the next day, in the afternoon, the procession of Templars 
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was again formed and marched on board three splendid steamers, 
named the Mississippi, Lady Gay, and Belle of Alton. The 
steamers proceeded up the river a few miles, and then down past 
the city to Jefferson Barracks, about ten miles, where all disem- 
barked and witnessed a drill and review of the United States 
Marines at that place. 

We returned in the evening. During our progress up the river, 
the Mississippi struck the sunken wreck of a steamboat, and was 
run ashore to avoid sinking. While comfortably lying on the 
ground in the shoal water, the other boats went alongside and 
took off her passengers. 

Thus were exhibited as many of the phases of Western river, 
navigation as their guests were desirous of witnessing. 

A speaker at one of the banquets playfully remarked that they 
could do nothing more, unless they should blow up one of the 
boats. 

A sumptuous entertainment was provided in the saloon of each 
boat; and as we steamed up and down the Father of Waters, 
white handkerchiefs waved by fair hands from-a thousand win- 
dows, and the discharge of firearms expressed the congratula- 
tions of a hospitable population. The congratulations were not 
from our masonic brethren alone. On the fourth of August 
preceding, the City Council passed the following preamble avd 
resolution, which they caused to be widely advertised : — 


Resolution of Hospitality to the Masonic Grand Bodies of the United 
States. 
City CouNCcIL CHAMBER, ST. Louis, Augast 4, 1968. 
To THE Masonic ORDER: — 

Ata meeting of the City Council of the city of St. Louis, Mo., in special 
session assembled, the following preamble and resolution were presented by 
Councillor Charles A. Mantz, viz. : — 

Whereas, The city of St. Louie having been selected by the high, ancient, 
and honorable Masonic Bodies of the United States of America, known as the 
‘General Grand Encampment of Knights Templars of the United States,” 
“‘ General Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons of the United States,” and 
‘‘General Grand Consistory,” at which to hold their next Convention, 00 
the second Tuesday of September next, 1868 : therefore, be it 
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Resolved, By the City Council of the city of St. Louis, that the hospitaities 
of the city be extended to the Bodies above named, individually and collec- 
tively, and that the authorities of the corporation, as well as the citizens gen- 
erally, be and they are hereby respectfully requested to show to the distin- 
guished and honorable visitors, during their brief sojourn in our city, such 
marks of consideration and esteem as has always characterized the inhabi- 
tants and people of St. Louis in their entertainment of friends and visitors, 
and for which they are so properly complimented at home and abroad. 

The preamble and resolution were unanimously adopted.

On the evening of Thursday, the third day of the session, the 
O’Sullivan Grand Lodge of Perfection gave a banquet to the 
Inspectors General, 33°, which was attended by those of the Coun- 
cil who are members of the grade. 

From this jurisdiction I noticed present, Sir Knights William S. 
Gardner, William B. Blanding, Joel Spaulding, William F. 
Salmon, and Daniel W. Lawrence. 

I have thus prominently called attention to these festivities, 
because they show the high regard held for Masonic Institutions 
in what is rapidly becoming the centre of a great nation. The 
Grand Encampmeut was fully attended.

REPORT OF THE GRAND GENERALISSIMO. 


To the Grand Encampment of Massachusetts and Rhode Island : — 

Your Generalissimo would respectfully submit the following 
Report of his official acts during the past year : — 

On December 3, in company with the Grand Junior Warden, 
FE. Sir N. Van Slyck, and KE. Sir L. L. Webster, I visited Cal- 
vary Eucampment, and, at the request of the Commander, pre- 
sided at the election, and installed the officers. Under its present 
efficient Commander, it bids fair to retain its old fame for good 
drill and work. 
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January 14, 1868, in accordance with the request of the Grand 
Master, I visited Woonsocket Encampment, in company with the 
Grand Junior Warden, presided at the election, and installed the 
officers. . 

April 8, accompanied the Grand Officers in a visit to Pilgrim 
Encampment and witnessed the work on the Order of the Tem- 
ple. It is needless to commend their work here. 

April 9, accompanied the Deputy Grand Master in his visita- 
tion to Sutton Encampment. 

April 15, in company with other Grand Officers, witnessed the 
work on the Order of the Red Cross in Boston Encampment, | 
which was conferred in a very elegant and impressive manner. 

May 3, accompanied Grand Officers in visit to St. John’s 
Encampment. The Order of the Temple was conferred on six can- 
didates. This old Encampment was uever in a more prosper- 
ous condition than at the present time. 

May 4, visited Calvary Encampment, and installed the Gener- 
ulissimo and Treasurer, who were absent at the Annual Assembly. 

May 8, I made an official visitation to Holy Sepulchre 
Encampment, in company with the Grand Junior Warden and 
several Sir Knights of Calvary Encampment. The work was on 
the Order of the Temple, aud was well rendered. E. Sir Knight 
Daniels is entitled to great praise for the present prosperity of 
Holy Sepulchre Encampment. 

May 22, attended the Constitution of Connecticut Valley 
Encampment, and assisted in the installation of its officers. 

June 9, visited Milford Encampment, in company with the 
Grand Junior Warden and several Sir Knights of Calvary and 
Woonsocket Encampments. The work on the Order of the 
Temple was well done, and Sir Knight Stacy has reason to feel 
proud of his command. The night will be long remembered by 
the visiting Sir Knights, as one of pleasure. 

June 24, attended the celebration of St. John’s Day at Spring- 
field, where there was a gathering of Templars surpassed only by 
the celebration on the 24th of June, 1867, in Boston. 
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I attended, with the Grand Council, the Triennial Assembly of 
the Grand Encampment of the United States, at St. Lonis, 
September 15, where the generous hospitality of the West was 
extended to all, and for the first time, it may be said, since the 
close of the late civil strife. Templars from all parts of our 
Union were permitted to meet face to face, and to take each other 
by the hand. The friendships of the olden time were renewed and 
strengthened. 

October 6, accompanied by Eminent Sir Knight L. L. Webster, 
I visited Bethany Encampment, Lawrence, and, at the request of 
the Commander, installed the officers. I was gratifiéd to meet so 
many of the Sir Knights of that Encampment present, and at the 
zeal they manifested in behalf of Templar Masonry. 

October 13, accompained by Sir Knight Webster, I visited 
Haverhill Encampment, Haverhill. At the request of the Com- 
mander, I installed the officers. Sir Knight James E. Gale was 
unanimously elected to the command, showing a harmony that 
might well be imitated by our Encampments, as well as that 
they have the right man in the right place. I again met full 
ranks and every indication of prosperity. 

October 15, accompanied by Sir Knight Webster, and several 
Sir Knights of De Molay Encampment, I visited Jerusalem 
Encampment, Fitchburg, and, at the request of the Commander, 
I installed the officers. Sir Knight John Burney is once more at 
the head of his Encampment. After the installation, the Order of 
the Red Cross was conferred on two candidates, in a very impres- 
sive and pleasing manner. Here again was a good attendance, and 
the promptness of the work might well be imitated by some of 
our older Encampments. 

October 28, I visited Godfrey de Bouillon Encampment, v.p., 
Fall River, with the Junior Grand Warden, Eminent Sir 
Nicholas Van Slyck, and several Sir Knights of Calvary Encamp- 
ment. The Order of the Temple was conferred on two candi- 
dates, in a manner that it was gratifying to witness, showing a 
knowledge of the work hardly to be expected iu so short a time — 
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every officer knowing his duty, and doing it in a creditable man- 
ner. This Encampment, since June last, has knighted eleven 
candidates, showing that they have a good field for work, and 
every prospect of success.

REPORT OF THE GRAND CAPTAIN-GENERAL. 
To the M.E. Grand Master of the Grand Encampment of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island : — 

Most Eminent Sir,—TI have the honor to report that, in 
accordance with your directions, I have officially, as one of your 
Council, visited, during the past year, the Encampments assigned 
to me as follows, viz., — 

On the 19th of June last, I visited Worcester County Encamp- 
ment, at Worcester, and there had the pleasure of witnessing an 
examplification of their work on the Order of the Temple, given 
in a very impressive and correct manner by Eminent Com- 
mander Sir Henry Goddard and his corps of officers, and the 
conferring of the Order of Malta in Ample Form, and in a manner 
I have rarely seen equalled by the then Eminent Captain-General, 
Sir John Dean, now, upon the retirement, afier a long period of 
most faithful and able service of Eminent Sir Knight Goddard, 
elevated by his Companions to the head of his Encampment. I 
am happy to be able to report this Encampment as being in 
every way prosperous — well officered, with a very elegant and 
commodious suite of apartments, and, above all, with the existence 
of unbroken good feeling among a large and increasing and 
zealous band of Companions. We may confidently expect that it 
will not only preserve the high rank it has hitherto held, but will 
yo on to still greater prosperity and usefulness. 

On the 12th of October current, I visited Berkshire Encamp- 
ment, at Pittsfield, where I was rvceived with all the courtesy and 
entertained with the hospitality due to your represeutative. 
Unfortunately, my visit was so timed, occurring upon the even-

ing of their annual election, and of their first assembling after the 
summer vacation, that it was not convenient for the Encamp- 
ment to afford me the pleasure of witnessing an exemplification of 
their work. I had, however, a very gratifying interview with 
the officers and members of the Encampment, and was glad to 
find evidence of great social and material prosperity. This 
Encampment, in connection with the Chapter and Lodge estab- 
lished in Pittsfield, has recently secured and fitted up suitably for 
masonic purposes the entire upper story of one of the finest, if 
not the finest, building iu Western Massachusetts, receutly erected 
at large cost in Pittstield, and will soou enjoy their meetings in a 
suite of apartments not excelled for convenience of arrangement 
and good taste in fittings and adornments by those of any 
Encampment in the jurisdiction. ‘The election of Sir Henry 
Chickering to the command of this Encampment gave me, a3 
it will, I know, give you, the assurance that this young but 
spirited Encampment will continue as it is,.a credit to the parent 
body. ‘ 

On the evening of the 13th of October enrrent, accompanied 
by Sir John Dean, Eminent Commander of Worcester County 
Encampment, and Sir Horace Daniels, Past Eminent Comman- 
der of Holy Sepulchre Encampment at Pawtucket, I visited 
Woonsocket Encampment, at Woonsocket, Rhode Island, where 
I was, as the representative of the Grand Encampment, most 
courteously received and entertained, and where I had the pleas- 
ure of witnessing their exemplification of the Order of the Red 
Cross. The work and drill of this new Encampment are worthy 
of great commendation ; their work was very careftuly, correctly 
and impressively performed, and their drill, under the direction of 
their Senior Warden, Sir Knight Tourtellott, who is most 
emphatically ‘* the right man in the right place,” being as expe- 
rienced in military tactics and discipline as he is well grounded in 
masonic principles and practice, would put to their, best many 
an older Encampment. The enjoyment of the evening was 
enhanced by ‘t words fitly spoken” by Sir Knights Dean and 
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Daniels; and we separated with the sincere hope, on the part of 
the visitors at least, that the time might be far distant when 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island shall be under separate Templar 
jurisdictions. 

On the evening of October 19, current, I visited Springfield 
Encampment, and witnessed the exemplification of the work on 
the Order of the Temple, and of Malta. The work was excel- 
lently done. This Encampment is large in numbers, well 
equipped, and efficient and earnest in work and drill, and is 
fortunate in having at its head, as Commander, Eminent Sir 
Knight S. B. Spooner, who has had both masonic and military 
experience, aud who has manifested great zeal aud been very suc- 
cessful in bringing his Encampment to its present very pros- 
perous and efficient condition. This Encampment is also fortu- 
nate in having for its Prelate, Past E. Commander, Sir Daniel 
Reynolds, who, by long experience and, better still, by natural 
aptitude of heart, is so well qualified to perform the sacred duties 
pertaining to that station. I make this particular mention of Sir 
Knight Reynolds, without fearing that it may be taken by any 
one as an invidious setting apart of one for Iaudation, because I 
do not think that all eulogy should be reserved for obituaries, 
and, while I accept the maxim ‘' Nil de mortuis nisi bonum,” I 
repudiate that of ** Nil bonum nist de mortuis,” and because I feel 
that he has earned the right to be distinguished by a life-long 
devotion to Templarism, and the other orders and degrees of 
Masonry; from youth to age, through evil report and good 
report, through the dark and troublous past, when to acknowl- 
edge one’s self an Mason was a hazard, on to the haleyon present, 
when to be a Mason is a credit, he has unswervingly and unre- 
mittingly devoted himself and given his time and his energy to 
promote the best interests of the Order, and still now, in his declin- 
iug years, in and out of the Asylum, faithfully works for the pros- 
perity of that Order to which he gave the best energies of his youth. 
May many of us so work and live as to earn like honorable men- 
tion. It is this unselfish, unambitious, conscientious devotion to 
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the sublime principle and the impressive work of our Order that 
we should recognize and fittingly acknowledge wherever we find 
it. In and by such devotion and such work, our real internal 
prosperty is most certainly secured. The outside world may be 
impressed by the demonstrations of senior ranks, rich regalia, and 
external display, but the true and best interests of the Order are 
secured and promoted by individual attention to the work and 
devotion to the priuciples we profess. 

I have been fortunate— not singularly so, I hope—in my 
experience in the Encampments it has been my privilege to visit. 
Everywhere I have found evidences of prosperity ; everywhere have 
T found rife and enthusiastic spirit, and I bring to you, Most Emi- 
nent Sir, words of great encouragement for the future of Templar- 
ism. Masonry in general, and Templarism especially, has vindi- 
cated and justified itself in the eyes of the world. It has ceased to 
be regarded by the public as a thing to be suspected and discouraged, 
and has become something to be proud of to the initiated, and to 
be respected and encouraged by the uninitiated. Truth has indeed 
been mighty, and has prevailed. May the individual members of 
the Order never forget that upon them and each of them depend 
whether we shall lose or enhance the good opinion we have won 
in the world. 

The pleasant duty of visiting De Molay Encampment was 
charged upon me; but other and imperative duties, making it 
almost impossible for me to do so, a change more convenient for 
me, and I am sure quite as satisfactory to that Encampment, was 
made, and the visitation was made by another. 

The visitation of Palestine Encampment was also assigued to 
me late in the year; but, upon communication with the officers, 
finding that a visitation would necessitate the calling of a Special 
Assembly, at an expense too great to be commensurate with the 
advantage to be gained by the Encampment, I concluded, with 
the concurrence of the officers, and the assent of my superior in 
the Council, to forego the pleasure that such an occasion would 
have given me.

This completes the annals of my official action, except that I 
attended, with others of the Council, the Triennial Assembly of 
the General Grand Encampment at St. Louis, and that I have, 
as part of suite, been present at the official visitations of other 
officers of the Council to other Encampment, meution of which 
occasions will, of course, appear in the Reports ofothers. I have 
now only, in conclusion, to return my thanks to you and this 
Grand Body, for affording me the opportunity, I have so much 
enjoyed, of enlarging my acquaintance with the Encampments 
and Templars of this jurisdiction, and of occupying, as I have 
with so much pleasure, the honorable position I have held for the 
past year.

The Committee on the Grand Master's Address was 
granted further time. 

On motion of Sir Thomas A. Doyle, it was Voted, That, 
hereafter, the hour for holding the election of officers in this 
Grand Encampment be fixed by the Grand Council, and that 
the same be placed upon the notices of the Grand Assembly 
at which the election is to be held. 

The hour having arrived at which, by vote of the Grand 
Encampment, the election of officers should be held, the 
Grand Master appointed Sir John McClellan, Sir Horace 
Daniels, and Sir John N. Pike a Committee to receive, sort, 
and count the votes. 

The M.E. Grand Master called to the chair M.E. Sir 
William S. Gardner to preside during the election.

The M.E. Grand Master appointed Sir Abraham A. Dame, 
Sir James Salsbury, Sir Charles H. Titus, and Sir Albert 
Case a Committee to introduce the Grand Master elect to 
the Grand Asylum for Installation. The Grand Encamp- 
ment was formed in due array, and the Grand Master was 
conducted within the Grand Asylum. The official obliga- 
tion was then administered by the Eminent Grand Prelate, 
and the Grand Master elect installed into his office, and 
proclaimed Grand Master of Knights Templars in Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island.

The elected and appointed officers were then installed into 
their respective offices, and proclamation thereof made by 
the Grand Warder. 

The M.E. Grand Master, Sir William S. Gardner, de- 
livered the following 
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ADDRESS. 


R.E. Granp Commanper,—I thank you most heartily for 
the courteous manner in which you have received the official rep- 
resentative of the Grand Encampment of the United States, and 
for the kind and flattering words which you have been pleased to 
speak. It is a source of great satisfaction that the first official 
duty which I have been called upon to perform among the Grand 
Commanderies was here in my own home, among the Knights 
with whom I have been so intimately associated. It was in 
your service, while holding the executive office of this Grand 
Body, that, laboring in your behalf, I acquired that acquaintance 
with the representative Knights of the several States, which has 
resulted in that official elevation to which you have alluded. 
Although heretofore we have been as a Grand Commandery in a 
certain sense antagonistic to the prevailing sentiment and decidedly 
expressed convictions of our Fratres in other jurisdictions, yet 
in the recent election at St. Louis, with great unanimity, all 
differences were forgotten and all animosities were buried. In 
view of this kindly sentiment, let us freely discuss our relations 
and duties to the Grand Encampment of the United States, and 
to the several Grand Commanderies of the Union. 

In 1816, when the national organization of Templars was 
commenced, it was denominated ‘“* The General Grand Encamp- 
ment of Knights Templars and the Appendant Orders for the 
United States of America.” The State Grand Bodies were 
called Grand Encampments, and their subordinates, Encamp- 
ments. ‘There was no provision in the Constitution fixing the 
titles of officers in either of the three grades of Encampments, 
but usage gave the prefix of Most I:minent to each. The General 
Grand Encampment was formed after the model of the General 
Grand Chapter, and the Constitution of the National Royal Arch 
Chapter was taken as the basis of the Constitution framed at New 
Yorkin 1816. For General Grand Chapter was substituted Gen- 
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eral Grand Encampment ; for Most Excellent General Grand High 
Priest, Most Eminent General Grand Master; for State Grand 
Chapters, State Grand Encampments ; for Most Excellent Grand 
High Priest, Most Eminent Grand Master; for Chapters, En- 
campments; and for Most Excellent High Priest, Most Eminent 
Grand Commander. 

The object in view at that time was to establish a National 
Grand Body, and but little attention was apparently paid to mat- 
ters of detail. If the distinguished Knights who formed that 
Constitution were familiar with the history of the Templars of 
the time of Saint Bernard, and had read of Conclaves, Chapters, 
Preceptories, Priories, and Commanderies, and of the titles given 
to those in command at that time, it would seem that they would 
have followed the precedents thus afforded them, rather than to 
have gone to the General Grand Chapter of the United States for 
light and instruction concerning this Christian Order. If their 
historical knowledge was full and perfect, it is evident that they 
did not make use of it. It may be that they did not desire to 
make any considerable changes at that time, and feared to sug- 
gest anything which might imperil the great object which they 
bad in view. : 

The Convention was composed of but four Knights. They 
were opposed by the great State of Pennsylvania, with Delaware 
and Maryland, and they doubtless feared to st 
but the concentration of jurisdictional powers. Sir Thomas 


iggest any thing 
Smith Webb was the great pioneer in this project; and if ulti- 
mately it was his intention to amend the Constitution, provided it 
was successful, he was never permitted so todo. The General 
Grand Encampment adjourned until 1819, and before it convened 
Webb had died. His original associates certainly did not suggest 
any changes of the character in question. 

The Constitution was intended to operate mildly upon those 
States where Grand Bodies were established. The entire au- 
thority over their subordinates and their members was confided 
to the Grand Encampments, with no right of appeal to the General 
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Grand Body. Within their respective States they were in certain 
matters sovereign and supreme, and the Constitution provided no 
way by which their proceedings could be reviewed or reversed. 
In 1847, Ohio petitioned the General Grand Encampment to take 
action upon a question of jurisdiction between some of its subor- 
dinates, when the National Grand Body resolved that it ‘ can- 
not, with propriety, interfere with the jurisdiction of any subor- 
dinate Encampment in any State or Territory where there is a 
Grand Encampment established.” 

Thus it was conceded that the State organizations were in some 
particulars supreme. In a certain sense they are still sovereign. 
In many things they exercise sovereign powers. These powers, 
under existing laws, they cannot be deprived of. But this word 
‘*sovereignty ” should be taken with some degree of allowance. 
This sovereignty is not complete and absolute, but qualified. It 
is a sovereignty existing under constitutional limits; sovercign 
so far as relates to all matters belonging exclusively to State 
Grand Bodies, aud over which the Grand Encampment has no 
control or supervision. In this sense, and iu no other, does this 
sovereignty exist. 

A careful reading of the Constitution of 1816 will surprise 
many of you. You will be astonished at the amount of power 
yielded up by you to the General Grand Encampment, and the 
subordinate position which you voluntarily assumed. At the 
risk of wearying your patience I will refer you to some sections 
of this instrument. 

“Section 4, Articre 1. The General Grand Master, Deputy Gencral 
Grand Master, General Grand Gencralissimo and General Grand Captain- 
General, are severally hereby authorized and empowered to visit and preside 
in any and every Assembly of Knights of the Red Cross, Knights Templars 
and of Malta, throughout the jurisdiction of the General Grand Encampment, 


and to give such instructions and directions as the good of the institution 
may require, always adhering to the ancient landmarks.” 


The second Article relates to State Grand Encampments : — 


Section one makes provision for establishing them after obtaining the appro- 
bation of the General or Deputy General Grand Master. 
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Section two requires the State Grand Encampments to consist of certain 
cnumerated officers, and among others Past Grand Commanders of subordi- 
nates without any limitation. 

Section three provides that they shall hold mectings at least once a year, 
that Special Meetings may be called, and that their officers shall be chosen 
annually by ballot. 

Section four defines their powers, — that they shall have the sole government 
and supervision of Bodies within their jurisdiction, assign their limits and 
settle controversics arising between them, and constitute new Bodies. 

Section five specially points out the manner in which the Grand and Deputy 
Grand Masters shall grant Dispensations. 

Section six gives them authority to demand fees for Dispensations. 

Section seven authorizes them to require from their subordinates a reasona- 
ble proportion of sums received by them from candidates, and annual sums 
from inembers for the support of the Grand Encampments. 

Section cight prohibits the granting of Charters except upon petition of cer- 
tain number of Knights, and that the petitioners must be recommended by the 
nearest Encampment. 


The third Article relates to subordinate Encampments : — 


Section one provides that every Encampment shall consist of a Grand Com- 
mander and certain other officers. 

Section two directs that no Encampment shall confer the Orders for less than 
Twenty Dollars. ver unless the applicant has received the several degrees 
from Entered Apprentice to Royal Arch. 


Section four is as follows : — 


“The Grand Commander of every Encampment and Council has it in 
spevial charge to see that the By-Laws of his Council or Encampment aro 
duly observed, as well as the General Constitution, and the regulations of 
the Grand Encampment; that accurate records are kept, and just accounts 
rendered; that regular returns are made to the Grand Encampment and 
to the General Grand Recorder annually, and that the annual dues are 
promptly paid.” ....... Itis his duty, “together with his second and _ 
third officer, to attend all meetings of the Grand Encampment in person 
or by proxy.” 

Section 6, That the officers of every Council and Encampment under 
this jurisdiction, before they enter upon the dutics of their respective offices, 
and also the members of such Councils and Encampments, and every candi- 
date, upon his admission into the same, shall take the following obligation, 
viz., ‘I, A B, do promise and swear that I will support and maintain the 
Constitution of the United States General Grand Encampment of Knights 
Templars and the Appendant Orders.’ ” 


Ju the first Article, Section 7, is this provision : —

“‘ The General Grand Encampment shall be competent, on the concurrence 
of two-thirds of its members, present at any meeting hereafter, to revise and 
alter this Constitution.” 


Such are some of the provisions of the Constitution which this 
Grand Body was mainly instrumental in establishing. At the 
Assembly held at Providence, R.I., on the 25th of June, 1817, 
your delegates made a report of their doings at New York in 
1816, and incorporated therein an attested copy of the Constitu- 
tion, all of which fully appear extended upon your records, 
together with the following : — 

“The report of the Delegates having been taken into consideration, it was 
Resolved, That this Grand Encampment approve of the doings of their Dele- 
gates, and of the proceedings of the Convention holden in the City of New 
York, and adopt tle General Constitution for their future government; and 
the Grand Master, the Deputy Grand Master, and Grand Recorder, are au- 
thorized and empowered to revise the local Constitution of this Grand 
Encampment, and render it conformable to the said General Grand Constitu- 
tion.” 

Your proceedings show the haste with which you conformed 
to the new regime. Your Constitution recognized you by the 
name of ‘The United States Grand Encampment of Knights 
Templars and the Appendant Orders.” But before this was 
amended your proceedings record the assembly of ‘‘ The Grand 
Encampment of Knights Templars of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island.” Petitions, memorials, communications, bills, and drafts, 
inade use of the same name and title before the Constitution was 
changed, and your Grand Master signed his name with the addi- 
tion of “ Grand Master of the Grand Encampment of Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island.” 

In the old Constitution you had no Grand Prelate or Grand 
Warden — the new supplics the deficiencies. Your Grand Master 
was called Most Worshipful, and the other Grand officers Wor- 
shipful. ‘These titles were changed from Worshipful to Eminent. 

Everything appears to have been done by you to comply with 
all the requirements of the ‘‘ General Coastitution.” There was 
no complaint that your authority had been curtailed and your 
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powers limited, but all the changes of every nature and character 
were cheerfully acquiesced in. You were possessed of absolute 
sovereign powers, but you yielded up to the General Grand En- 
campment many of them, and retained but few. There was no 
doubt among your members concerning the subordinate position 
which you held after accepting, ratifying, and confirming this 
Constitution of New York. It was taken to be just what it 
fairly purported to be, superior to this Grand Body. In 1841 
you desired ‘*to exclude the Past Grand Commanders of dis- 
banded subordinate Encampments from holding permanent mem- 
bership in State Grand Encampments,” aud through your Dele- 
gates the Grand Encampment of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island petitioned the General Grand Encampment of the United 
States to amend the Constitution accordingly, which was done, 
Sir Charles W. Moore, of Massachusetts, being Chairman of the 
Committee to whom the subject was referred, and which recom- 
mended the change. 

Jt was uot for a moment supposed at that time that this was a 
question for you to determine. There was no argument that this 
was a matter which alone concerned you, and that therefore vou 
had the absolute right to act upon it yourselves, but you applied, 
as a matter of course, to the only Body authorized and empowered 
to make the change, to the Supreme Governing Body, to which, in 
this sense, you were subordinate. 

From 1816 to 1856 you existed under this *‘ General Consti- 
tution,” which empowered certain General Grand officers to pre- 
side over your subordinates, instruct and supervise them, which 
directed you as to many details of your government, fixed the 
names and number of your Grand officers and those of your 
subordinates, ordered you to meet at least once a year, empowered 
you to establish Bodies and receive fees, fixed the minimum for 
which you could communicate the Orders, and finally compelled 
you to solemnly swear to support this Constitution, which con- 
tained a provision that two-thirds of the General Grand Encamp- 
ment could amend it. Every Knight within your jurisdiction 
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yielded and assented to this instrument, and was in duty, honor, 
and knightly faith, bound to support it. Such for years was the 
unquestioned opinion of the Knights of this jurisdiction. 

For a period of forty years the National Grand Body continued 
to exist under the Constitution substantially as it was originally 
drawn. For fifteen or twenty years of this time the excitement of 
Anti-Masonry had prevented much business from being transacted 
at the Triennial Meetings, aud had depressed every department 
of the institution of Masonry. But this storm passed away, and 
our Asylums were again opened. New energy was infused into 
Masonry and Knighthood, and the young and middle aged flocked 
to our temples, which had so long been closed. The spirit of 
enterprise had penetrated far beyond the Mississippi River, and 
carried civilization to the coast of the Pacific. Wherever this 
spirit went Masonry and Knighthood soon followed, so that, in 
1856, when the General Grand Encampment met in full numbers 
at Hartford, Connecticut, it was considered necessary to amend 
the Coustitutiou, and make it conform to the existing and con- 
templated prosperity of the Order. 

It was at that meeting that the changes in titles and nomen- 
clature were made, and a more decided expression given in the 
Constitution to the powers of the Central Government. It is 
useless at this time to enumerate them all. The Constitution 
was revived throughout, a work which should have been done 
years before. This Grand Rody was composed of some of the 
ablest men of which our Order can boast. Itsdeliberatians were 
presided over by M.E. Sir William Blackstone Hubbard, Grand 
Master, a man of great learning and research, whose legal and 
judicial mind did no injustice to the name of the great jurist he 
bore. 

The record shows that the Grand Encampment of Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island was present. represented by Sir Simon 
W. Robinson, Grand Master; Sir John McClellan, Grand Gene- 
ralissimo ; Sir Jumes Salsbury, Proxy for Grand Captain-Gen- 
eral; Sir Abraham A. Dame, Past Grand Master; Sir William 
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Field ; also by Sir Charles W. Moore, General Grand General- 
issimo, and Sir Edward A. Raymond, General Grand Treas urer, 
both Past Grand Masters of this Grand Encampment. 

The Committee appointed at the Triennial Meeting in 1853, to 
whom the revision of the Constitution was referred consisted of 
Sir William Bb. Hubbard of Ohio, Sir Charles Gilman of Mary- 
land, Sir Charles W. Moore of Massachusetts, Sir William T. 
Gould of Georgia, Sir Albert G. Mackey of South Carolina ; and 
by request of the Chairman, Sir Rob. Morris of Kentucky was 
added to the Committee at the opening of the General Grand 
Encampment in 1856. 

The Constitution was reported to the General Grand Body, and 
after some amendments, and full discussion for many days, it 
was adopted. The record does not show that apy of your repre- 
sentatives opposed it, or voted against it. 

On page 358, of Vol. XVI of ‘* The Freemasons’ Monthly 
Magazine,” its learned Editor says : — : 

“* As one of the Committee, having taken no active part in the preparation 
of the report, we were very happy to concur in the labors of our associates, 
so far at least as to recommend the new draft to the consideration of the Body 
to whom alone the responsibility of its adoption attaches. Whether it meets 
with the approval of the State Grand Encampments or otherwise, is a matter 
in which the Committee need feel no special concern. If these Bodies do not 


like it, they have only to say so, and instruct their representatives at the 
ensuing meeting to repeal or amend it as they see fit.” 


The changes to which I desire to call your special consideration 
are these :-— 

The word ‘**‘ General” is stricken out, so that the National 
Grand Body is called ‘* Grand Encampment,”— the State Grand 
Bodies, ‘* Grand Commanderies,” and their subordinates, **‘ Com- 
manderies.” 

The titles are also changed, so that in the Grand Encampment 
of the United States, we have M.E. Grand Master, R.E. 
Deputy Grand Master, and V.E. for the other Grand Officers. In 
the State (srand Commacderies, R.E. Grand Commander, V.E. 
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Deputy Grand Commrnder, and E. for the other Grand Officers. 
In subordinate Commanderies, E. Commander. 

These modifications substantially embrace all the clauses, to 
which objections have been made to the amendments here or else- 
where. This change made a greut revolution, and was opposed 
by many of the older State Grand Bodies. Virginia, Ohio, Con- 
necticut, and Massachusetts and Rhode Island stood out against 
the change. But they have each and all amended their Consti- 
tutions in accordance to the requirement of the National Consti- 
tution, with the exception of this Grand Body. You now stand 
alone among all the Grand Commanderies of the United States, 
with a Constitution upon its face in antagonism to the Grand 
Encampment. 

In October, 1857, the Grand Commandery of Ohio incensed | 
by these constitutional amendments, by vote, so tar as it could, 
abruptly terminated its connection with the Grand Encampment 
of the United States, but in December of the same year a Special 
Meeting was called, when the vote was reconsidered. This action 
of Ohio attracted much attention, and Sir Charles W. Moore, 
your Past Grand Master, in volume XVII of his magazine, p. 129, 
in alluding to it, makes use of language so much more forcible 
than I can use, that I cannot forbear reading it on this occasion. 


‘““We have no sympathy with rebellions or revolutions in Masonry. We 
set our face against them, whether in our own country or elsewhere, and will 
listen to no apology for them, however specious the shape they may assume, 
or however plausible the pretences under which they may be inaugurated, 
masonic government is a government of laws, and the first great duty of 
Masons is submission to lawful authority. Our Institution can stand on no 
other foundation. Take this away and admit the principle that rebellion 
against supreme authority, under any circumstances is right or justifiable, 
and the beautiful temple of Masonry, with its symmetrical proportions, is 
transformed into a theatre of anarchy and strife— all reliable government is at 
an end—and the mad epirit of faction reigns triumphantly over the milder 
rule of brotherly love. 

‘Masonry is peculiar—perhaps sui generis, as compared with all other volun- 
tary associations —in its form of government. While it has its unalterable 
laws and usages, it has also its conventional regulations, which may be 
changed as experience or wisdom may suggest. The former are designed 
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for the general government of the Craft, and the protection of the more im- 
portant interests of the Order. The latier are more specific and local in 
their character, and rely almost entirely for their efficiency on the consent 
and co-operation of those by whose authority they are enacted. A ready 
and cheerful submission to their requirements, is the condition of their 
usefulness. There must be laws to conserve and control all societies ; and 
this necessity implies subordination and obedience — without which there 
can be neither order nor government. It is not within the compass of human 
wisdom so to frame laws that they will not be liable to individual objection. 
Different minds, swayed by different influences, will rarely take the same 
view, or arrive at precisely the same judgment, on any subject affecting the 
government or organization of society. Nor is it to be assumed that all laws 
are just and wise, because enacted by the majority. Numerical strength is not 
always indicative of wisdom. Nevertheless, in all governments like the 
masonic, based on election and representation, the majority is the only true 
source of power, aud to its edicts, the minority, in Masonry at least, are bound 
peaceably to submit, “ forthe harmony of the whole,” even though they may, 
in individual judgments, sometimes appear to be unjust and arbitrary, nor 
ought such edicts, however seemingly or actually objectionable, to be 
regarded as any sufficient or justifiable cause for rebellion, but rather as a 
temporary inconvenience, resulting from unwise or hasty legislation. The 
only true rem2dy for all such loose legislation, lies in an appeal to the tribu- 
nal which alone possesses the power of correction. In not waiting to make 
this appeal, was the mistake of the Grand Encampment of Ohio — a mistake, 
however, which, as already stated, it has since rectified. 

‘It was doubtless due to the State Grand Encampments, that the new Con- 
stitution of the National Body should have been submitted for their examina- 
tion and approval, before any attempt had been made to put it in operation. 
Had this been done the present difficulty in regard to it would probably have 
been avoided ; but even this oversight, or mistake, or whatever else it may 
be called, furnishes no good reason for rebellion or revolution. No man in 
his senses would scek to overthrow or annihilate the government of his 
country because of an error in its legislation. That would be the act of a 
madman. The true and only course in such a case, is to wait until time and 
circumstances bring about, as they are sure to do, the means and opportu- 
nity of a peaceable and lawful redress. 

“ Whether the longer continuance of cither of the General Grand Bodies of 
the United States is desirable or otherwise, may be a proper question for 
discussion ; but if so, the discussion should be had in a proper manner, and 
* under circumstances more favorable to an impartial judgment than hasty 
and local outbreaks. These Bodies have been in existence half a century— 
they form an important, if not an essential element in the masonic polity of 
this country ; and their dissolution, at this or any future time, would involve 
fundamental changes, which, if not in themselves calculated to impair the 
efficiency and safe government of those particular branches of Masonry, of 
which they are the acknowledged head, it would involve inconveniences 
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which should be well considered and carefully provided for, before any such 
final step is taken. We do not, however, anticipate any such result. We 
believe, on the contrary, that the objections to the present Constitutions, or 
to the organization of either or both Bedies, whatever they may be, can and 
will be removed at the ensuing Triennial Sessions, and that existing differ- 
ences will be so compromised and reconciled that all parties will be satisfied. 
But, however this may be, it is clearly the duty as well as the interest of all, 
to stand to their allegiance and obligations, until such time as they have had 
an opportunity to make their grievance known, and themselves heard, in a 
lawful manner, and in the only place where their appeal can be effectual. 
They owe it to themselves and to the whole Fraternity of the country, that 
their brethren should have the benefit of their Councils and of their aid 
betore the Body itself, in the correction of any evils that may, on careful 
examination be found to exist. This is the only true, manly, and masonic 
course for all to pursue Let it be honestly and firmly adhered to, and the 
result will be far more satisfactory to all concerned, and more honorable to 
the character of our Institution before the world, than secession or rebellion, 
which can only result in ill-will and distraction.” 


The learned Editor, on page 177 of the same volume, continues 
the discussion of the same subject, from which I select the follow- 
ing extract : — 


“In our last we remarked, that, ‘it was doubtless due to the State Grand 
Encampments, that the new Constitution of the National Body should have 
been submitted for their examination and approval, betore any attempt had 
been made to put it in operation.’ This, we understand, has been interpreted 
in certain quarters to imply, that such submission was obligatory on the part 
of the National Giand Encampment, and that the ‘approval’ of the State 
Grand Encampments not having been obtained, the amendments ta the Con- 
stitution, as adopted at Hartford, are void and of no effect. No such meaning 
was intended nor does the language employed authorize any such conclusion. 
The General Grand Encampment, from its earliest organization, has always 
reserved to itself, by an express provision of its Constitution, a full and per- 
fect right ‘to revise, amend, or alter, its organic law, at any and every 
Triennial Session — two-thirds of the members present voting therefor ; and the 
legality and binding force of such alterations and amendments on parties 
acknowledging the authority of the Body, has never to our knowledge been 
denied or called in question, until within the past few months. That the 
amendments adopted at Hartford, whatever may be thought of their expetli- 
ency, were legally and constitutionally adopted, is undeniably true. All 
that we intended to intimate was, that in our opinion the Grand Encampment 
committed an ‘ oversight or mistake,’ in not submitting the amended Con- 
stitution to the approval of the State Grand Commandcries, before promul- 
gating it as the supreme law of the Order. And this was said, no! from any 
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doubt of the legal ability of the National Body to give the amendment force 
and validity, by its own act, but mainly in view of the changes that have 
been made in its title and those of its officers, and which necessarily involved 
corresponding changes on the part of its subordinates. These changes, 
though of litde importance in themselves, as might have been foreseen, by 
subjecting the latter to much inconvenience and expense, have given rise to 
more or less of dissatisfaction that would probably have been averted by the 
course suggested. It was in view of this consideration, and in the belief 
that, in a matter of this kind, involving no principle of right or obligation, 
but a simple question of expediency, or rather perhaps of policy, that we 
thought and still think, though not required by any existing law or regula- 
tion, it ‘ was due to the State Grand Encampments,’ as an act of courtesy at 
least, that the Constitution, in its new draft, should have been submitted for 
their approval. That it was not so submitted does not, however, invalidate 
or lessen its authority, or the obtigation of fealty to it, just as it stands. It is 
the organic law of the Supreme Body, and the supreme law of its subordi- 
nates. From this there is no escape.” 


But my object at this time is not to impress you with the 
authority and power of the Grand Encampment, nor with the 
subordinate position in which you stand thereto, but fairly to 
discuss your relations with the National Grand Body. In every- 
thing relating to the true spirit of ‘Templar Masonry, you have 
always been loyal. From time to time you have received with 
every mark of respect and esteem the official representatives of 
the Grand Encampment, and have cordially paid them the highest 
honors which you could bestow. From your ranks have been 
chosen illustrious Knights to fill the places of honor and confi- 
dence in the General Grand Body. Your own Webb, Fowle, 
Snow, Loring, Whitaker, Bascom, Dean, Carlile, Grinnell, Case, 
Raymond, Moore, Lewis, and Field, have adorned the offices 
which they have filled, and thus added lustre to the brilliant 
names which adorn the records of the Grand Encampment. 
During the fifty-two years of its existence Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island have held the offices of —

From 1816 to 1868 you have been present by your represeuta- 
tives at every meeting, and thus you have aided in making the 
Grand Encampment what it is at the present time, you are part 
and parcel of it, having at this date sixteen votes to cast upon 
every question which may come up before it. You are in a cer- 
tain sense responsible for its acts; you are amenable to its Con- 
stitution and laws, not alone because you assisted in enacting 
them; you are in duty and knightly honor bound to maintain it 
in its strength and unity, you are the oldest Grand Body in this 
extended jurisdiction, and the system of government now existing 
is the work of your hands. Nothing has been done covertly or 
unknown to you. You were present by your ablest knights 
(why should I not say the ablest in the land) when changes and 
amendments were made to the organic law. ‘These amendments 
were regularly and constitutionally made, and being so made, I 
desire you carefully to consider whether they are not binding 
upon you and your sabordinates. 

It would be farthest from my intention to introduce discord 
or strife here, where peace and harmony have so long prevailed, 
but I consider it my duty at this time, when it is apparent that 
the Grand Encampment will not change its Constitution so far as 
relates to nomenclature, to lay this subject before you, that it 
may be considered in that frank and manly way which character- 
izes all your proceedings. Let this question of harmonizing your 
constitution with the Constitution of the Grand Encampment of the 
United States receive your careful and considerate attention ; let 
it be examined in all its relations not hastily but carefully; not 
eapriciously, but judiciously ; not with the spirit of independence, 
but with the true knightly spirit of loyalty and devotion to the 
Order of Knights Templars. 
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On motion of Sir Charles W. Moore, the Address of M.E. 
Grand Master Gardner was referred to Sir Charles W. 
Moore, R.E. Sir Benjamin Dean, Sir Thomas A. Doyle, Sir 
Abraham A. Dame, and Sir William F. Salmon. 

On motion of R.E. Sir Benjamin Dean, it was Voted, 
That the subject of Nomenclature, so far as it relates to this . 
Grand Encampment and its subordinates, be referred to a 
Committce of five, and that said Committee be requested to 
report at tl:c next Semi-Annual Assembly, that the Encamp- 
ment may be fully prepared to act upon it at the Annual 
Assembly in 1869. 

On motion, the above vote was referred to the same Com- 
mittee to whom was referred the Address of Grand Master 
Gardner. 

On motion of R.E. Sir William S. Shurtleff, it was 
Voted, That a Committee of three be appointed by the M.E. 
Grand Master to select and report, at the next Semi-Annual 
Assembly of the Grand Encampnient, a system of drill to 
be adopted by the subordinate Encampments. 

The M.Id. Grand Master appointed for the Committee, E. 
Sir Charles A. Stott, E. Sir Nicholas Van Slyck, and E. 
Sir Henry W. Warren. 

The E. Grand Recorder presented the following Abstract

Constitution of the Grand Encampment 


OF 


KNIGHTS TEMPLARS AND APPENDANT ORDERS 


OF MASSACHUSETTS AND RHODE ISLAND. 


ARTICLE I.—GRAND ENCAMPMENT. 


° STYLE AND TITLE. 
Section 1.—The style and title of this Body is “The 
Grand Encampment of Knights Templars and the Append- 
ant Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island.” 


JURISDICTION. 
Secr. 2.—JIts jurisdiction extends over the territorial 
limits of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 


POWERS. 

Sect. 3. — In it alone is vested the right and duty, which 
it cannot delegate, to superintend and govern all Encamp- 
ments of Knights Templars and the Appendant Orders 
within this jurisdiction. 
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It has exclusive power to grant Dispensations and Warrants 
for forming and opening Encampments of the above Orders, 
and to extend or revoke the same. 

It enacts statutes and issues edicts, and amends and repeals 
the same. 

It censures, suspends, and erases Councils and Encamp- 
ments, and any of their members, for violation or neglect of 
its statutes and edicts. 

It has supreme authority, throughout this jurisdiction, in 
all matters pertaining to Templar Masonry, subject only to 
the ancient landinarks of the Order. 


MEMBERS. . 

Secr. 4.— It shall consist of a Grand Master, Deputy 
Grand Master, Grand Generalissimo, Grand Captain-Gen- 
eral, Grand Prelate, Senior Grand Warden, Junior (Grand 
Warden, Grand Treasurer, Grand Recorder, Grand Sword- 
Bearer, Grand Standard-Bearer, Grand Warder, Grand 
Captain of the Gruards, Grand Sentinel, — cx-officiis; of 
all Past Grand Masters, Past Deputy Grand Masters, Past 
Grand Generalissimus, and Past Grand Captains-General of 
this Body; of the Commanders, Generalissimos, and Cap- 
tains-General, for the time being, of all subordinate Encamp- 
ments under this jurisdiction ; and of all Past Commanders 
of such subordinates, so long as they are members of an 
Encampment, under this jurisdiction, in good standing. 

The above-named Present and Past Officers (the Grand 
Sentinel excepted), and Representatives and Past Com- 
manders of subordinate Encampments, are the only voters 


in this Grand Encampment. 
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A permanent member has but one vote in his own right as 
such, and but two in any case. 


ATTENDANCE AND PROXIES. F 

Secr. 5.— The Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, 
Grand Generalissimo, and Grand Captain-General of this 
Grand Encampment, and the Past Grand Masters, Deputy 
Grand Masters, Grand Generalissimos, and Grand Captains- 
General, being unable to attend the Assemblies in person, 
shall have the power to appoint a proxy, who shall be en- 
titled to all the ‘rights and privileges of his constituent, 
except that of taking his rank in Grand Encampment. ° 

Such proxy must, at the time of his appointment, be a 
member of some subordinate Encampment under this 
- gurisdiction, and a Templar of not less than three years’ 
standing, and must present a properly authenticated certifi- 
eate of his appointment. 

Grand Commanders, Generalissimos, Captains-General, 
for the time being, of subordinate Encampments, being un- 
able to attend the Assemblies of this Grand Encampment in 
person, shall have the power to appoint a proxy, who shall 
be entitled to all the rights and privileges of his constituent, 
except that of taking his rank in this Grand Encampment. 

Such proxy must, at the time of his appointment, be a 
‘member of the same subordinate Encampment as his prin- 
cipal, and a Templar of not less than three years’ standing, 
and must present a properly authenticated certificate of his 
appointment. 
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OFFICERS AND ELECTION. 


Sect. 6.— The first nine officers shall be chosen by 
written ballot; the others, by appointment of the Grand 
Master. 

No Knight is cligible to any office in this Grand En- 
campment, unless he ,bc a member of some subordinate 
Encampment, and a Templar of not less than three years’ 
standing. 

The officers thus chosen shall serve until their sueccssors 
have been installed. The tithe of the Grand Master is 
"Most Exaxent ;” of the Deputy Grand Master, Grand 
Generalissimo, and Grand Captain-General, “Ricut Esu- 
NENT;” of the other Grand Officers, “ EMINENT.” 


ASSEMBLIES. 

Secr. 7.—This Grand Encampment shall assemble, in 
October and May of cach year, at such time and place as 
the presiding officer shall appoint, — in October, for the 
election of officers and the transaction of the annual: busi- 
nesa; and in May, for the cxemplification of the work and 
ritual, and the transaction of such business as shall be neces- 
sarily presented, and the consideration of such matters as 
pertain to the general good of the Order. 

Special Assemblies may be held at the pleasure of the 
presiding officer; but no business shall be donc at a Special 
Meeting other than that of which a notice accompanicd the 
call. 
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PREROGATIVES AND DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 

Secr. 8. —The Grand Master and Deputy Grand Mas- 
ter, at their pleasure, visit and preside in any subordinate 
Encampment, and give such instruction and direction in the 
work and ritual as the good of the Order may require ; 
always conforming to the ancient landmarks and this Grand 
Constitution. 

It is the duty of the Grand Master, in person or by one 
of his Council, to visit and examine every subordinate En- 
campment under Dispensation once in three months, and 
every chartereil Enszampment annually, and cause a report 
of the same to be made at the Annual Assembly of this 
Grand Encampment. 

It is the duty of the Grand Treasurer to report to the 
Grand Master or presiding officer, whenever and as often as 
there shall be a surplus of one hundred dollars in the treas- 
ury, not subject to any appropriation already made; and to 
invest the same by and with the advice of the first two 
officers. 

It is the duty of the Grand Recorder, annually, to com- 
municate to the Grand Recorders of all State Grand En- 
campments, and to the Grand Recorder of the Grand 
Encampment of the United States of America, a list of 
all the Grand Officers of this Grand Encampment, and all 
such other matters as the Most Eminent Grand Master shall 
deem to be for the general good of the Order, or useful for 
their information. 

The other duties of the above officers, and the duties of 
the other officers, are such as are traditionally appropriate to 
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their offices, and such ag may be required of them by this 
Grand Encampment and the Grand Master. 


NEW ENCAMPMENTS. 

Sect. 9.— Dispensations for forming and opening new 
Encampments may be issued by the Grand Master during 
recess of the Grand Encampment only, — Dispensations 
so issued to be of force only until the succeeding Stated 
Assembly of this Body, unless continued by vote thereof: 
provided, however, that no Dispensation shall be issued 
without the consent of the Encampment nearest to the place 
where the new one is to be located; and, if in that town 
or city there is more than one, the consent of all shall be 
obtained. 

Charters shall be granted by vote of the Grand Encamp- 
ment alone, and at a Stated Assembly. : 

An Encampment formed within this jurisdiction, without a 
Dispensation or Charter, as above provided, shall be deemed 
illegal ; and all communication between Encampments under 
this jurisdiction, and the members of such illegal ones, is 
hereby strictly forbidden. 


FEES FOR DISPENSATIONS AND CHARTERS. 

Secr. 10. — The fees for a Dispensation are forty dullars 
to the Grand Encampment, and three dollars to the Grand 
Recorder; and, for a Charter, sixty dollars to the Grand 
Encampment, and seven dollars to the Grand Recorder; 
and, for a Charter without a previous Dispensation, one 
hundred dollars to the Grand Encampment, and ten dollars 
to the Grand Recorder. In no case shall a Dispensation or 
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Charter be issued, until the required fees shall have been 
paid to the Grand Treasurer. 


GRAND FUND. 

Secr. 11.— One-tenth of the unincumbered funds of this 
Body, at its Annual Assembly in October, 1859, and one- 
tenth of its present and future income, shall be set apart, 
and shall form a “ Grand Fund ;” the interest only of which 
shall be expended, for charitable and other purposes, at the 
discretion of this Grand Body: provided, however, that no 
portion of the interest shall be expended for any purpose 
whatever, until the principal shall amount to five thousand 
dollars. The unexpendcd income of the fund, and all dona- 
tions to the samc, shall be annually added to the principal. 
Until this fund shall amount to five thousand dollars, it shall 
not be in knightly faith to diminish the rate of increase as 
provided above. 

The Grand Master, Grand Treasurer, and Grand Recorder 
shall be a Committee, to be styled “The Grand Fund Com- 
mittee,” whose duty it shall be to attend to the safe and 
profitable investment of this fund. They shall also make 
a detailed report, in writing, of its condition at cach and 
every Annual Assembly in October. A failure so to do 
shall render them incligible to re-election for the ensuing 
year. 
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ARTICLE II.—SUBORDINATE ENCAMPMENTS. 


MEMBERS. 

Section 1. — Every subordinate Encampment shall con- 
sist of a Grand Commander, Generalissimo, Captain-Gen- 
eral, Prelate, Senior Warden, Junior Warden, Treasurer, 
Recorder, Sword-Bearer, Standard-Bearer, and Warder, 
and such other officers and members as may be found con- 
venient. 

No Sir Knight shall hold membership in more than one 
Encampment within this jurisdiction at the same time, and 
no Sir Knight, having been elected an honorary member of 
a subordinate Encampment within this jurisdiction, shall 
have the right to vote or hold office in such Encampment, 
unless he was at the time of being made such honorary 
member an actual member of such Encampment. 

No Sir Knight shall be constituted into a new Encamp- 
ment until he shall have been regularly discharged from the 
Encampment with which he is affiliated. 

Any Sir Knight who has paid all dues, and against whom 
there are no charges, shall have the right to a discharge from 
the Encampment with which he is affiliated, for the purpose 
of being constituted into a new Encampment. 


ASSEMBLIES. 
Sect. 2. — Every subordinate Encampment shall assem- 
ble at least quarterly for improvement and business. 


CONSTITUTION OF THE GRAND ENCAMPMENT. 123 


OFFICERS: ELECTION AND DUTIES. 

Secr. 3.—The first eight officers shall be elected by 
written ballot: the others may be appointed by the Grand 
Commander at the pleasure of the Encampment. The off- 
cers thus chosen shall serve until their successors shall have 
been installed. The title of the Granp CommanpDER is 
*Mosr Eminent.” The Grand Commander of a subordi- 
nate Encampment has it in special charge to see that the 
By-laws of his Encampment and this Grand Constitution are 
duly observed; that accurate records are kept, and just 
accounts rendered; that regular returns to this Grand En- 
campment are made annually; and that the annual dues are 
promptly paid. He calls Special Assemblies of his Encamp- 
ment at pleasure; and it is his duty, with his Generalissimo 
and Captain-General, to attend all Assemblies of this Grand 
Encampment. 

The duties of the other officers are such as are tradition- 
ally appropriate, and such as may be assigned them by the 
Encampment or the Grand Commander. 


OBLIGATION. 

Secr. 4.— The officers of every subordinate Encamp- 
ment before installation, and every candidate upon admission, 
shall take the following obligation, viz., “I, ay 
promise and vow that I will support and maintain the Con- 


stitution of the Grand Encampment of Knights Templars 
and the Appendant Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island, and the Constitution of the Grand Encampment 
of the United States of America, so far as the same shall 
conform to the Ancient Landmarks of the Order.” 
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ANNUAL RETURNS. 

Secr. 5. — Every subordinate Encampment shall make a 
return to the Grand Recorder of this Grand Encampment, 
on or before the tenth day of October, annually, of the roll 
of its officers and members, of all candidates for the Orders 
accepted or rejected; and shall pay to this Grand Encamp- 
ment five dollars for every Knight created, and an annual 
fee of three dollars. 


ORDERS, FEES, AND RULE OF SUCCESSION. 

Sect. 6.— No subordinate Encampment shall confer the 
Orders of Knighthood for a less sum than thirty dollars, 
nor on any person who shall not have regularly reccived the 
several Degrees of E.A., F.C., M.M., M.M.M., P.M., 
M.E.M., and R.A.M.; and no candidate for the Orders 
shall be balloted for, unless he shall have stood proposed at 
least fourteen days, unless a Dispensation therefor shall be 
obtained from the M.E. Grand Master. The Orders shall 
be conferred in the following succession, viz.: — 1. KicHT 
OF THE RED Cross; 2. Knicut Temp ar; 3. KNiGut or 
Matra. 

SOJOURNERS. 

Secr. 7. —It is not regular for a subordinate Encamp- 
ment to confer the Orders of Knighthood upon any sojourner 
from any State or place in which there is an Encampment 
regularly established, except by consent of the Encampment 
having jurisdiction. Any Encampment which violates this 
regulation shall be subject to knightly discipline, and be 
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required to pay, on demand, to the Encampment having 
jurisdiction the amount of fees received. 

Any Encampment may, however, take cognizance of the 
conduct of sojourning Knights. 


QUESTIONS. 

Secr. 8. — In every Assembly of Knights, all questions, 
except of the admission of candidates and members, and of 
matters specially reserved by the By-laws, shall be decided 
by a majority vote, —the presiding officer, if a member, 
being entitled to one vote, and, in case of a tie, to the 
casting vote. 

REGALIA. 
Secr. 9.— The regalia of this Grand Encampment and 


its subordinates is such as is from time to time approved by 
this Grand Body. 


OPENING AND CLOSING. 
Secr. 10.— All Councils and Encampments should be 
opened and closed in due and ancient form; and Encamp- 
ments, with devotion. 


AMENDMENTS. 
Secr. 11.— This Grand Constitution may be altered or 
amended by vote of two-thirds of the members present at 
any Annual Assembly in October. 


Grand Assets, Oct. 2, 1868. 
Voted, Every subordinate Encampment shall have exclu- 
sive jurisdiction for receiving applications for and conferring 
the Orders of Knighthood over all territory lying nearer the 
usual travelled routes to its place of meeting than to that of 
any other Encampment; provided that any Encampment 
may waive this jurisdiction in favor of any person desirous 
to apply to any other Encampment. 
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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE FIRST. 
OF THE GRAND ENCAMPMENT OF THE UNITED STATES. 


Section I. —How ConstitutTep. 

The Grand Encampment of Knights Templars of the 
United States is constituted as follows : — 

The Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, Grand Gen- 
eralissimo, Grand Captain-General, Grand Prelate, Grand 
Senior Warden, Grand Junior Warden, Grand Treasurer, 
Grand Reeorder, Grand Standard-Bearer, Grand Sword- 
Bearer, Grand Warder, Grand Captain of the Guard ; like- 
wise, all Past Grand Masters, all Past Deputy Grand Mas- 
ters, all Past Grand Generalissimos, and all Past Grand 
Captains-General of the Grand Encampment of the United 
States; likewise, all Grand Commanders, all Past Grand 
Commanders, all Deputy Grand Commanders, all Grand 
Generalissimos, and all Grand Captains-General of each 
State Grand Commandery that acknowledges the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States Grand Encampment. LEach-of the 
individuals above enumerated shall be entitled, when present, 
to one vote in all the proceedings of the Grand Encampment 
of the United States ; likewise, the first three officers of each 
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Commandery that holds its Charter immediately from the 
Grand Encampment of the United States. 

These, or as many of them as may be present at any 
meeting of the Grand Encampment of the United States, 
shall be entitled collectively to one vote. 

All officers of the late General Grand Encampment shall 
rank and have all the privileges of members of equal rank 
as provided for herein. 

No person shall be eligible to any office in the Grand 
Encampment of the United States, unless he. shall be at the 
time a member of some subordinate Commandery under the 
general or immediate jurisdiction of the Grand Encampment 
of the United States. 


Section II]. — Proxies. 

The first four officers named in Section I. of this Article; 
likewise, the first four officers of all State Grand Command- 
eries; likewise, the first three officers of all subordinate 
chartered Commanderies held under the immediate jurisdic- 
tion of the Grand Encampment of the United States, may 
appear and vote by proxy; said proxies being at the time of 
service members of subordinate Commanderies, and pro- 
ducing a properly authenticated certificate of their appoint- 
ment. 

Section III. — Ti1Les. 

The title of the Grand Master of the Grand Encampment 
of the United States is Most Eminent Grand Master of 
Knights Templars; that of the Deputy Grand Master, 
Right Eminent; of the remaining officers of the Grand 
Encampment, Very Eminent. 
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‘Section IV.— MEETINGS. 


The Stated Meetings of the Grand Encampment of the 
United States shall occur triennially, at such time and place 
as may have been previously designated by the Standing 
Committee (see Art. IV. Sec. 4, Rule 5), and approved by 
the Grand Encampment of the United States. 

Special Meetings may be called by the Most Eminent 
Grand Master at his discretion; and it shall be his duty, 
upon the requisition of the majority of the State Grand 
Commanderies, to him directed in writing, to call Special 
Meetings of the Grand Encampment of the United States. 

The Grand Officers shall hold their respective offices until 
their successors shall be duly elected and installed. 

At the Stated Meetings of the Grand Encampment of the 
United States, there shall be reviewed and considered all the 
official reports of its officers, and of the State Grand and 
subordinate Commanderies for the preceding three years ; 
they shall proceed to elect by ballot the several officers of the 
Grand Encampment of the United States, save and except 
the Prelate and Captain of the Guard, who shall be ap- 
pointed by the Grand Master at the opening of the Triennial 
Sessions (see Art. I. Sec. 5); to adopt such rules and 
edicts as may be necessary for the good of the Order; to 
examine the accounts of the Grand Secretary and Grand 
Recorder ; to supervise the state and condition of the 
finances, and adopt such measures in relation thereto as 
may be necessary to increase, secure, and preserve the same, 
and also to insure the utmost punctuality on the part of every 


accounting officer, in the safe keeping and paying over the 
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funds and property of the Grand Encampment ; to grant or 

withhold Warrants, Dispensations, and Charters for all new 

State or subordinate Commandcries (sce Art. I. Sec. 1, 

and Art. IIT. Sec. 1) ; for good cause to revoke pre-existing 

Warrants, Charters, or Dispensations ; to assign the limits of 

the State Grand Commanderics, and settle all controversies | 
that may arise between them; and finally, to consider and 

do all matters and things appertaining to the good, well- 

being, and perpetuation of the principles of Templar Ma- 

sonry. 

No business shall be transacted at the called meetings save 
that which was specified in the original summons. 

At every mecting, all questions shall be determined by a 
majority of votes, the presiding officer being entitled to one 
vote. In case the votes are equally divided he has the cast- 
ing vote. This Grand Encampment being a legislative body, 
acknowledging no superior, admits an appeal to be taken by 
any member from the decision of the chair, on any question 
under consideration therein; provided, however, that such 
appeal shall not be maintained unless two-thirds of all the 
members present shall vote therefor. That right is adopted 
for this Grand Encampment alone, and is not to be con- 
strued as establishing a precedent for the guidance of any 
other Masonic Body. 


Section V.— Duties oF THE OFFICERS. 

1. THe Graxp Master. —It is the prerogative and 
duty of the Grand Master generally to exercise, as occasion 
may require, all the rights appertaining to his high office, in 
accordance with the usages of Templar Masonry. And, asa 
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part thereof, he shall have a watchful supervision over all the 
Commanderies, State and subordinate, in the United States, 
and see that all the constitutional enactments, rules, and 
edicts of the Grand Encampment are duly and promptly ob- 
served, and that the dress, work, and discipline of Templar 
Masonry everywhere are uniform. . 

Among his special duties and prerogatives are the follow- 
ing : — 

To appoint the Prelate and Captain of the Guard, at the 
Triennial Meetings of the Grand Encampment. (See Art. 
I. Sec. 4.) 

To call Special Meetings of the Grand Encampment of 
the United States. (See Art. I. Sec. 4.) 

To visit and preside at any Commandery, Grand or subor- 
dinate, in the United States, and give such instructions and 
- directions as the good of the Institution may require, always 
adhering to the ancient landmarks. 

To cause to be executed, and securely to preserve or keep, 
the official bonds and securities of the Grand Treasurer and 
Grand Recorder. (See Art. IV. Sec. 3.) 

To grant Letters of Dispensation during the recess of the 
Grand Encampment, for the institution of new Command- 
eries (see Art. III. Sec. 1), such Dispensations to be in 
force no longer than the next Triennial Meeting of that Body, 
and promptly to notify the Grand Recorder of the issuing of 
said Letters of Dispensation. 

To approve and grant Warrants during the recess of the 
Grand Encampment, for the institution of State Grand Com- 
manderies in States, Districts, or Territories where the same 
have not been heretofore established. (See Art. II. Sec. 1.)

To manage and control the contingent fund. (See Art. 
IV. Sec. 1.) 

2. Tae Deputy Granp Master. — The Deputy Grand 
Master, in the event of the death, removal, or physical in- 
competency of his superior, shall act as the Grand Master. 
At all other times he shall perform such duties as may 
be assigned him by the Grand Encampment or the Grand 
Master. 

3. THe GRAND GENERALISSIMO AND GRAND CaPTaIn— 
_ Generac. — In the absence of their respective superiors, 

the Grand Generalissimo and Grand Captain-General shall 
severally act as Grand Master, in order, according to rank. 
At all other times they shall perform such duties as may be 
assigned them by the Grand Encampment, or such as are 
traditionally appropriate to their respective stations. 

4. THe Granp TreEasurER. — The Grand Treasurer, - 
unless otherwise directed by the Grand Encampment, shall 
invest, from time to time, all such moneys as may come to 
his hands, belonging to the Grand Encampment, over and 
‘above the sum of three hundred dollars, in such way as he 
may judge most to the interest of the Grand Encampment, 
but subject to call on thirty days’ notice. And the same shall 
be at his command on the first day of September preccding 
the Triennial Mecting of the Grand Encampment. He shall 
render to the Grand Encampment, at its Triennial Meet- 
ings, a true and perfect account of his doings in this respect, 
together with an account of all moneys received, the earnings 
thereon accrued from investments, and the amounts disbursed 
by him during the vacation; likewise a copy of the same to 


the Grand Master, by the first day of September preceding 
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the Triennial Meeting, to the end that the Grand Master may 
make such suggestions on account thereof as he may deem 
necessary. 

He shall pay all drafts drawn upon the contingent fund by 
the Grand Master. (See Art. IV. Sec. 1.) 

He shall carefully preserve, and render from time to time, 
as ordered, an inventory of all property belonging to the 
Grand Encampment entrusted to his keeping, 

5. THe Granp REcorDER. — The Grand Recorder shall 
collect and receive all the revenues of the Grand Encamp- 
ment, and pay over the amount to the Grand Treasurer 
whenever it reaches ,the sum of one hundred dollars. He 
shall render annually to the Grand Master and to the Grand 
Treasurer copies of his accounts of all moneys received and 
expended by him — naming the sources from which they 
were received — bringing up said accounts to the first day of 
September ; likewise to the Grand Encampment, triennially, 
a general aécount of the same. He shall forward to each 
newly constituted Commandery, immediately upon receiving 
official notice that a Dispensation has issued, a copy of this 
Constitution, together with whatever rules and edicts are in 
force. 

He shall report to the Grand Encampment, on the second 
day of each Triennial Meeting, the names of those Command- 
eries working under the immediate jurisdiction of the Grand 
Encampment, which have not complied with the requisition 
(See Art. III. Sec. 4) to furnish him with its full triennial, 
historical, and financial returns for the use of the Grand 
Encampment. 

He shall report annually, on the first day of September, 
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to the Grand Master, the names of those Commanderies, 
working under the immediate jurisdiction of the Grand En- 
campmcnt, which have not complied with the requisition 
(see Art. III. Sec. 4), to furnish him with its full annual, 
historical, and financial returns for the use of the Grand 
Master. ; 

IIe shall open and keep a “ Book of Templar Masonry,” 
in which shall be entered, in appropriate columns, the fullow- 
subjects : — 


A. —A Register of Commanderies, to contain, — 

1. The date of issuing of every Warrant, Dispensation, 
and Charter for a Grand or subordinate Commandery, 
granted by authority of the Grand Encampment since its 
origin. 

2. The roll of officers of the Grand Conclave of the Royal, 
Exalted, Religious, and Military Order of Masonic Knights 
Templars in England and Wales, together with the roll of 
Encampments, officers, and members, of the Provincial Grand 
Conclave of Canada. 


B. — A Legister of Membership, to contain, — 

1. The roll of officers of the Grand Encampment, with 
their terms of service, &c., &c., since the origin of the same. 

2. The roll of officers and members of each Grand and 
subordinate Commandery, now working under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Grand Encampment, with all the current changes 
resulting from removals, dismissiqns, suspensions, expulsions, 


and deaths. 
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C. — Historical Data, tending to lighten up the history 


of Templar Masonry in the United States. 

Likewise, to collect and in orderly volumes bind a copy 
of all the Proceedings of the Grand Encampment since its 
organization ; together with copies of By-Laws, impressions of 
seals, Proceedings of State Grand Commanderies, &c., &c., 
and to make a triennial report of his official acts. 

6. Tue Remarninc Orricers. —The duties of the re- 
maining officers of the Grand Encampment are such as are 
traditionally appropriate to their respective stations, or such 
as may be assigned them by the Grand Encampment. 

The Grand Master, the Deputy Grand Master, the Grand 
Generalissimo, and the Grand Captain-General are severally 
authorized to visit and preside in any Commandery of Knights 
Templars throughout the jurisdiction of the Grand Encamp- 
ment, and to give such instructions and directions as the 
good of the Institution may require, always adhering to the 
ancient landmarks. 

In the event of the absence of all the four principal officers 
of the Grand Encampment, the Past Grand Officers, accord- 
ing to rank and seniority of service, shall be empowered to 
preside. 

The Grand Treasurer and the Grand Recorder shall sever- 
ally give bond and security, in such form and to such an 
amount, but not less than double the estimated triennial 
receipts by either, as shall from time to time he determined 
by the Grand Master, who shall judge and approve the suffi- 
ciency of such bonds and securities, and who shall keep and 
preserve the same. 


Any Grand Officer —save as above excepted — coming 
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into the receipt of moneys or property belonging to the Grand 
Encampment shall forthwith remit the same to the Grand 
Recorder. 


ARTICLE SECOND, 
OF THE STATE GRAND COMMANDERIES. 


Section 1. — How ConstitTuTEb. 

Whenever there shall be three or more subordinate char- 
tered Commanderies instituted or holden under this Constitu- 
tion, in any one State, District, or Territory, in which a 
Grand Encampment has not been heretofore formed, a 
Grand Commandery may be formed, after obtaining the 
approval of the Grand Master or the Grand Encampment. 
Its jurisdiction shall be the territorial limits in which it is 
holden. 

A State Grand Commandery consists of the following 
members : — 

Grand Commander, Deputy Grand Commander, Grand 
Generalissimo, Grand Captain-General, Grand Prelate, 
Grand Senior Warden, Grand Junior Warden, Grand Treas- 
urer, Grand Recorder, Grand Standard-Bearer, Grand Sword- 
Bearer, Grand Warder, and Grand Captain of the Guard; 
likewise, all Past Grand Commanders and Grand Masters, 
all Past Deputy Grand Commanders and Deputy Grand 
Masters, all Past Grand Generalissimos, all Past Grand 
Captains-General, of the same Grand Commandery, so long 
as they remain members of the subordinate Commanderies 
under the same territorial jurisdiction ; likewise, the Com- 
mander, Generalissimo, and Captain-General of each sub- 
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ordinate Commandery, working under the same Grand 
Commandery ; likewise, all Past Commanders of the subor- 
dinate Commanderies, working under the same Grand 
Commanderies, so long as they remain members of subor- 
dinate Commanderies under the same territorial jurisdiction. 

Each of the individuals enumerated in this section shall be 
entitled, when present, to one vote in all the proceedings of 
the State Grand Commandery. 

No person shall be eligible to any office in a State Grand 
Commandery, unless he shall be at the time a member of 
some subordinate Commandery, working under the same 
Grand Commandery. 

The Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island is recognized as holding jurisdiction over both those 
States. 

Secrion II. — Proxigs. 

Any officer specified in Section I. of this Article, save and 
except Past Commanders, may appear and vote by proxy, 
said proxy being, at the time of service, a member of the 
same subordinate Commandery as his principal, and pro- 
ducing a properly authenticated certificate of his appointment. 


Section III. — Tirzes. 

The title and designation of the Grand‘Commander of a 
State Grand Commandery is Light E’minent; that of Deputy 
Grand Commander, Very Eminent; of the remaining off- 
cers of the Grand Commandery, E’minent. 


Secrion IV. — MEETINGs. 
The Stated Meetings of a State Grand Commandery shall 
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occur annually, at such time and place as said Grand Com- 
mandery, in its discretion, may direct. 

Special Mectings may be called by the Grand Commander, 
at his discretion. 

The several Grand Officers shall hold their respective 
offices until their successors shall be duly elected and in- 
stalled. 

At the Stated Mectings of each Grand Commandery, there 
shall be reviewed and considered all the official reports of 
its officers and of the subordinate Commanderies within its 
jurisdiction for the preceding year. They shall proceed to 
elect by ballot the several officers of the Grand Commandery 
(See Art. II. Sec. 1.) To adopt such rules and cdicts, 
subordinate to the Constitution of the Grand Encampment of 
the United States, as may be necessary for the good of the 
Order. To examine the accounts of the Grand Treasurer 
and Grand Recorder. To supervise the state and condition 
of the finances, and adopt such measures in relation thereto 
as may be necessary to increase, secure, and preserve the 
same, and also to insure the utmost punctuality on the part 
of every accounting officer, in the safe keeping and paying 
over the funds and property of the Grand Commandery. To 
grant or withhold Dispensations and Charters for all new 
Commanderies. For good cause to revoke any pre-existing 
Charter or Dispensation. To assign the limits of subordinate 
Commanderies within its own jurisdiction, and settle all 
controversies that may arise between them. And finally, to 
consider and do all matters and things appertaining to the 
good, well-being, and perpetuation of Templar Masonry, 
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but always subordinate to the Grand Encampment of the 
United States. 

No business shall be transacted at the called meetings, 
save that which was specified in the original summons. 

At every meeting, all questions shall be determined by a 
majority of votes, the presiding officer for the time being 
being entitled to one vote. In case the votes are equally 
divided, he shall also give the casting vote. No appeal shall 
lie to the Grand Commandery from the decision of the Grand 
Commander. 


Section V.— Duties oF 1Ts OFFICERS. 


1. THE Granp CommanpreR. — The Grand Commander 
of a State Grand Commandery shall have a watchful super- 
vision over all the subordinate Commanderies under his 
jurisdiction, and see that all the constitutional enactments, 
rules, and edicts of the Grand Encampment of the United 
States, and of his own Grand Commandery, are duly and 
promptly observed. | 

He shall have the power and authority, during the recess 
of his Grand Commandery, to grant Letters of Dispensation 
to a competent number of petitioners, nine or more, residing 
within his jurisdiction, and possessing the constitutional qual- 
ifications empowering them to form and open a Commandery ; 
such Dispensations to be in force no longer than the next 
Annual Meeting of his Grand Commandery. But no Letters 
of Dispensation for constituting a new Commandery shall be 
issued, save upon the recommendation of the Commandery 
in the same territorial jurisdiction nearest the place of the 
new Commandery prayed for. 
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He may call Special Meetings of his Grand Commandery 
at his discretion. (See Art II. Sec. 4.) 

He may visit and preside at any Commandery within the 
jurisdiction of his Grand Commandery, and give such in- 
structions and directions us the good of the Institution may 
require, but always adhering to the ancient landmarks. 

It is his duty, either in person or by proxy, to attend all 
meetings of the Grand Encampment of the United States. 

2. Tue Deputy Granp ComMaNnDER. — The Deputy 
Grand Commander, in the event of the death, removal, or 
physical incompetency of his superior, shall act as the Grand 
Commander. At all other times he shall perform such duties 
ag may be assigned him by the Commandery or the Grand 
Commander. 

It is his duty, either in person or by proxy, to attend all 
meetings of the Grand Encampment of the United States. 

3. Granp GENERALISSIMO AND Granp CaptTatn—GeEn- 
ERAL. —In the absence of their respective superiors, the 
Grand Generalissimo and Grand Captain-General shall sev- 
erally act us Grand Commanders, in order, according to 
rank. At all other times they shall perform such duties as 
may be assigned them by the Grand Commandery, or such 
as are traditionally appropriate to their respective stations. 

It is their duty, either in person or by proxy, to attend all 
meetings of the Grand Encampment of the United States. 

4. Tue Granp Recorper. — The Grand Recorder shall 
make an annual communication to the Grand Recorder of 
each of the other Grand Commanderies; likewise to the 
Grand Master and the Grand Recorder of the Grand En- 
campment of the United States; said communication to 
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embrace the roll of Grand Officers and such other matter 
as may conduce to the general good of the Order. He shall 
also regularly transmit to the Grand Master and Grand 
Recorder of the Grand Encampment of the United States 
copies of all the By-Laws and Regulations adopted by his 
Grand Commandery. 

The duties of the remaining officers, as well as those 
above specified, shall be such as are traditionally appropriate 
to their respective stations, or allotted to them by the Grand 
Commandery, and corresponding, as near as may be, to those 
ot the corresponding officers of the Grand Encampment of 
the United States. 

In the event of the absence of all the four principal officers 
of the Grand Commandery, the Past Grand Officers, ac- 
cording to the rank and seniority of service, shall be empow- 
ered to preside. 


ARTICLE THIRD. 
OF SUBORDINATE COMMANDERIES. 


Section I. — How ConstituTep. 

Each State Grand Commandery shall have exclusive 
power éo0 constitute new Commanderies within its jurisdic- 
tion. During the recess of the Grand Commandery, the 
Grand Commander shall have power to grant Letters of 
Dispensation to a competent number of petitioners, nine or 
more, possessing the constitutional qualifications, and resid- 
ing within its territorial jurisdiction, empowering them to 
form and open a Commandery for a term of time not extend- 
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ing beyond the next Stated Meeting of the Grand Com- 
mandery. 

The Grand Encampment of: the United States shall have 
exclusive power to constitute new Commanderies within any 
State, District, or Territory wherein there is no State Com- 
mandery regularly formed under the authority of the Grand 
Encampment of the United States. During the recess of 
the Gsrand Encampinent, the Grand Master shall have the 
power to grant Letters of Dispensation to a competent num- 
ber of petitioners, nine or more, possessing the constitutional 
qualifications, and residing within said unappropriated State, 
District, or Territory, empowering them to form and open a 
Commandery, for a term of time not extending beyond the 
next Stated Meeting of the Grand Encampment of the United 
States. 

A subordinate Commandery consists of the following 
members : — 

The Commander, Generalissimo, Captain-Gencral, Prelate, 
Senior Warden, Junior Warden, Treasurer, Recorier, 
Standard-Bearer, Sword-Bearer, and Warder ; likewise, a3 
many members as may be found convenient for work and 
discipline. 

Each of the individuals enumerated in this section shall be 
entitled, when present, to one vote in all the proceedings of 


the subordinate Commandery. 


Section II. — Titres. 


The title and designation of the Commander of a subordi- 


nate Commandery is Lminent. 
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Section III. — Meermes. 

The Stated Meetings of a subordinate Commandery shall 
occur at least semi-annually, at such time and place as may 
be specified in the Charter, or designated in the By-Laws of 
the Commandery. 

Special Meetings may be called by the Commander, at his 
discretion. 

The several officers shall hold their respective offices until 
their successors be duly elected and installed. 

No business shall be performed at the called meetings 
save that which was specified in the original summons. 

At every meeting, all questions shall be determined by a 
majority of votes, the presiding officer for the time being 
being entitled to one vote. In case the votes are equally 
divided, he shall also give the casting vote. No appeal shall 
lie to the subordinate Commandery from the decision of the 
Commander. 


Section IV. — Duties oF THE OFFICERS. 


THe ComMMANDER. — The Commander has it in special 
charge to see that the By-Laws of his Commandery are 
duly observed, as well as the Constitution, Rules, and Edicts 
of the State Grand Commandery, and of the Grand Encamp- 
ment of the United States; that accurate records are kept, 
and just accounts rendered ; that regular returns are made to 
the Grand Encampment or Commandery annually; and that 
the annual dues are promptly paid. 

It is his duty, together with the Generalissimo and Cap- 
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tain General, either in person or by proxy, to attend all 
meetings of his Grand Encampment or Commandery. 

THE RecorpEer. —It shall be the duty of the Recorder 
of every subordinate Commandery, working under the imme- 
diate jurisdiction of the Grand Encampment of the United 
States, to report annually to the Grand Recorder of the 
Grand Encampment of the United States, up to the first day 
of August, the roll of his officers and members, and the work- 
ing roll of his Commandery; and to accompany the same 
with the amount of dues to the Grand Encampment of the 
_ United States. For fnilure herein, the Commandery so 

offending shall be subject to knightly discipline. 

In the event of the absence of all the three principal 
officers of the Commandery, the Past Commanders, accord- 
ing to rank and seniority of service, shall be empowered to 


preside. 


ARTICLE FOURTH. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 


Secrion I. — Freres, Duss, anp FINANCIALS. 

The fee for instituting a new Commandery shall not be 
less than ninety dollars. 

For every Knight Templar created in any Commandery, 
holden by Dispensation or Charter whilst under the imme- 
diate jurisdiction of the Grand Encampment of the United 
States, there shall be paid two dollars into the re of 
the Grand Encampment of the United States. 

The Grand Recorder of the Grand Encampment of the 
United States shall receive ten dollars as his fee for each 
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Charter issued, and five dollars for endorsing, under the seal 
of the Grand Encampment of the United States, the exten- 
sion of a Dispensation. 

The State Grand Commanderies, respectively, shall possess 
authority, upon the institution of new Commanderies within 
their respective jurisdictions, to require from the several 
Commanderies within their respective jurisdictions such pro- 
portions of the sums received by them for conferring the 
Orders, likewise such sums, in the form of annual dués from 
their respective members, as may be necessary for supporting 
the Grand Commandery. ; 

No subordinate Commandery shall confer the Orders of 
Knighthood for a less sum than twenty dollars. 

There shall be a contingent fund of three hundred dollars 
placed to the credit of the Most Eminent Grand Master, on 
the books of the Grand Treasurer, at the close of each Trien- 
nial Session ; out of which the Grand Master shall reimburse 
himself for his necessary cash expenses in the performance 
of his constitutional duties, and make a triennial report of 
the same to the Grand Encampment. 

There shall be appropriated at each Triennial Session of the 
Grand Encampment of the United States, a sufficient sum, to 
be used by the Grand Recorder, to meet the current expenses 
of the Secretariat, of which he shall render an account at the 
succeeding session. 


Section II. — GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


1. No Commandery, Grand or subordinate, shall confer 
the orders of Knighthoud upon any one who is not a regular 
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Royal Arch Mason, according to the requirements of the 
General Grand Chapter of the United States. 

2. The rule of succession in conferring the orders of 
Knighthood shall be as follows: 1. Knight of the Red Cross ; 
2. Knight Templar, and Knight of Malta. 

3. Every Commandery, working in a State, District, or 
Territory where these is a Grand Commandery, shall have a 
Dispensation or Charter from said Grand Commandery. 
And no Commandery hereafter to be formed or opened in 
such State, District, or Territory, shall be deemed legal with- 
out such Charter or Dispensation. All masonic communi- 
cation as a Templar is interdicted between any Commandery 
working under the general or special jurisdiction of this 
Grand Encampment or any member thereof, and any Com- 
mandery or member of such that may be formed, opened, or 
holden in such State, District, or Territory, without such 
Charter or Dispensation. 

It shall be deemed irregular for any Commandery to con- 
fer the Orders of Knighthood, or either of them, upon any 
sojourner whose settled place of residence is within any State, 
District, or Territory in which there is a Commandery regu- 
larly at work, until the consent of the Commandery having 
territorial jurisdiction is first obtained. In the event of the 
violation of this interdict, the Commandery so offending shall be 
subject to knightly discipline, and be required, upon demand, 
to pay over to the Commandery thus defrauded the amount 
of fees received for such admission. 

The officers of every Commandery, Grand and subordi- 
nate, before entering upon the exercise of their respective 
offices, shall take the following obligation, viz: “I (A. B.) 
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do promise and vow that I will support and maintain the 
Constitution of the Grand Encampment of Knights Templars 
of the United States of America.” 

The Grand Master of this Grand Encampment may issue 
his proxy to any Knight Templar in regular standing, author- 
izing him to constitute a subordinate Commandery which has 
received a Charter; and any Commandery thus constituted 
shall be deemed regularly constituted. 


Seorion II]. — AMBNDMENTS. 

The Grand Encampment shall be competent, upon the 
concurrence of three-fourths of its members present, at any 
Stated Meeting, to revise, amend, and alter this Constitution : 
provided one day’s notice of such motion to amend be given, 
and a particular time be set to take the vote thereon. 

In all other cases, any proposed amendment shall lay over 
until the next Stated Meeting of the Grand Encampment, 
when a concurring vote of two-thirds shall be necessary to 
adopt such alteration, amendment, or revision. 


Section IV.— RuLes or Orper. 

Rute 1.— After the ceremony of opening the Grand 
Encampment, it shall be the duty of the Grand Recorder to 
read the minutes of the last Triennial Session, unless such 
reading be dispensed with; and at the resumption of business 
in each successive sitting, the minutes of the preceding one 
shall also be read. 

Rute 2.— A Committee on Credentials, consisting of 
three Sir Knights, shall be appointed by the Grand Master, 
to report at the opening of the next sitting. 
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Rute 3.— After the report of this committee, the Grand 
Master, the Deputy Grand Master, the Grand General- 
issimo, and the Grand Captain-General will successively read 
the reports of their doings during the preceding three years. 
These reports shall be referred to the Standing Committee 
on the Doings of the Grand Officers, who may recommend 
the apportionment of such parts thereof to special, or to 
such other of the standing committees, as they may deem 
necessary. 

Rute 4.— The Standing Committees shall be : — 


. A Committee on the Doings of the Grand Officers. 
A Comunittee on Finance. 
A Committee on Dispensations and New Commanderies. 
A Committee on Unfinished Business. 
. A Committee on Grievances. 
. A Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence. 
7. A Committee to Designate the Place of the next Triennial 
Meeting. 


Ce 


The report of these committees shall be heard in order, 
except the last one, which shall report on the last day of the 
meetings of the Grand Encampment. 

Rue 5.— While the several committees are preparing 
their reports, the new business may be acted upon; and if 
any subject is brought forward requiring a reference to any 
standing or special committee, it shall be so referred forth- 
with. All committees shall make it a point to report as 
soon as convenient after their appointment. 

Rute 6.— No Sir Knight shall be allowed to speak more 
thon once upon the same subject, except to explain the mean- 
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ing of some of his remarks, unless it be by special permission 
of the Grand Encampment first obtained. 

Rute 7.— The Grand Encampment shall proceed to the 
election of officers for the ensuing three years immediately 
after the opening of the first sitting, on Thursday following 


the commencemc nt of the Triennial Meetings. 

Rute 8.—JIt shall be the duty of the Grand Master, at 
each Triennial Meeting, if time permit, to cause an exemplifi- 
cation of the work appertaining to the Orders of Knight- 
hood to be exhibited before the Grand Encampment; and 
also to correct officially all irregularities and discrepancies 
that exist.
